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Saturdjy, November a, 1751'. 

MR Arvirt, according to my iiefire infiirmed 
Mr. M— that i was v^illiiig to give hiiu 

twenty pounds a year, forafliding me once a week. 
He refaled it viih the utmoft indignation, and 
fiQm thai time [\6kc all mijnner of evil. 

Monday it, I lode to Rochejitr and the next 
day to Canterbury, where I prc<tched morning and 
evening, in what was lately the French church. 
We had not ar.y diftuibance from firft to lad : the 
Court of King'b-I5ench having broke ihc fpirits of^ 
tlie rioters. 

iBaurday 16. I fet out early in a clear, calm 
rooming, and in the afternoon came to London, 

TueCday 19. I began writing a letter to the Com* 
parcr of the Pdpifts and Methodifts. Heavy w oik ; 
fuch as 1 Ihould never chufe: but fometisnes it 
muftbcdonc. Well might the aniic.it (ay, "God 
made praflical divinity neccffary ; the devil con- 
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troverfial." But it is neccffary. Wc muft rtffl 
tht devil J or he will not Jlee from us. 

Saturday, Dec. 22. Being informed that Mr»^ 
K • for fomc years zealoufly attached to the 
Brethren, had now burd his chain, I had a defirc 
to hear fiom his own mouth, how he was deliver- 
ed. So a day or two after, I talked with him at 
large, and wrote down the lubftance of his account", 
that I might make no rnift^ike, after a few days 
1 called upon him, I read over to him what I had 
"Written, and defired him to tell me, if I had mif- 
undcrflood him in any thins;, And this account 
alone may be abundantly fulncient to pull off the 
maik fjom thofe cruel and deceitful men. 

1. *' I was, faid he, one of the fiill members of 
the Society at the Foundcry, and continued there 
till William OxUe^ about the latter end of the year 
1740, perfuaded me to join the Brethren. It was 
not long before I was admitted to mofl of their 
conferences: and my love foFthctn increafed more 
and more, till in the year 17419 I went over to 
Htrndyke. 

2. Here I faw feveral things I did not approve ; 
particularly the arbitraiy power with which the 
Heads of the Church goveined ; and the vail re* 
fpc6l they (liewed to the rich, while the poor were 
little regarded. But 1 forgot all this, wben I re- 
turned, to England^ and gave myfelf up to their 
difpofaU 

3. I was foon after employed to collefi; money 
for repairing the chapel in Fetter lane. The man- 
ner ot the Brethren was, to write to each of ihofe 
who were accuftomcd to bear the preaching, and 
defirc them, ** if they found their hearts free, to 
fend five or ten j»uine.is/* As many of thcfc wore 
not at all awakened, I thought this was quite 

wrong. So I told Mr. M ; but he anfwcred 

me (hort, t^at docs not concern you. 

4. 1 faw (everal other things which I could not 
approve, and I fpoke of them ; but without cffeft. 
Some months after, Mr. Sp told me, "My 

brojlher, 
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brother, we are going lo fettle an aconomy of 
children at Lambs Inn, And it is the Saviour's 
will, that you fhould go there, and be the phyfi- 
cian of the hou(c.** 1 thought it (Irange ; for 1 did 
not undeiftind phyfic. However, 1 did not dare 
to rcafon. So 1 went. 

5. The management here gave me a great {hock. 
Without any regard to the rules laid down, R — •— 

U and his wife, the direftors of the oe:;o- 

nomy, behaved in the moft haughty and tyrannical 
manner. Thofe who were* fct over the childicn 
had no gifts for the work, and fome of them liitlc 
care for their own fouls. Several of the children 
were whipt, without caufe, and fometimes out of 
raeafure; by which ill management, one of mine 
was utterly ruined, and has had no fear of God 
ever fmce. As for tne, I might give advice if I. 
would, but none regaid^d it. And when I lofe 
one night and covered the children, who had* 
thrown the cloalhs off in their fleep. Mi, U 
(harply reproved me before the whole family, tel- 
ling me, 1 had'done what I had no bufinefi* to do: 
adding, that I was the mod ufelefs pet fun in the 
whole houfe. I defired, that if fo, I might return 
to London. With much difficulty they confentcd ; 
and I mdde all hade back to my own houfe. 

6, But I grew more and more uneaiy. at their 
management, which tht Brethren perceiving, fent 
ni" to York/hire, When 1 had been there a few 
dnys, one of them told me, I wai» to go to Great 
Norton in the morning : it being made out to the « 
Brcihren, that I was to preach there. I was 
amazed, having never had one thought of preach- 
ing. Yet I did not dare to refufc : and from that 
time they employed me to preach, and to vifit all 
the fouls through that circuit. 

7. At Ilolbtck we had an cec^nomy of young 
men. When I vifited them, and examined ihera 
ftii6lly, they declared lo me (o much of their 

Onanifm^ wh ms, and other abominations, th«tt 

1 was utterly a'llonifhcd. V was tonfti-aincd 10 ic- 
ibuke thtm /harply i lor which in a few days I 
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received a fevere Ictrcr from Mr. Sp, itWing tne, fl 
was deftroying God'* dear childrcfi, inftead of 
building them up; and that therefore I wasneithe,r 
lo pi each, nor labour any more in York/hire* 

8. In a little while, I was fent for to London, (p 
accompany Mrs. St, into Germany, Bi^^he letter 
being delayed, although I rode poft, f&e^was gone 
befoie I came. Some time after I was appointed a 
Member of the Committee of Six, to whom an ac- 
count was to be tranfmiticd by all the Labourers, 
of all the {ftps which they took, cither at home or 

^ abroad. 

One of our fundamental rules was, not to run in 
de.t above thirty pounds. Therefore, when Mr. 
Sp, brought in a bill of more tlran three hundred, 
1 was exceedingly flartled, and moved, that the 
particulats of it might be gjven in, and that all our 
•ccounls might be clearly apd fairly (la'ted, Wenctl 
Neufcr being prcfcntj (though not one of our mem- 
bersj took me up for this very feverely ; tellirg 
me, *• They were fervanls of the Saviour, anfl 
would give no account to men." 

9. I was more and more uneafy at their way 

of proceeding,' till one day Mr, SI came 

to me, and alked me, if 1 was willing to go to 
Bedford^ for fix or eight days? 1 told hun i-was, 
and in a day or twofet out. But Mr. B. told me, 

brother 'if — • you muft riot expeft to do much 

good here; for there i^ the hidden curfe among tKc 
fouls, which I believe arife chiefly fiora the prac« 

lice of procuring ab , which fs fo commori 

arnong tne women. Neverthelefs 1 did find a great 

» btefllng, duiing the two or three months that I la- 
boured there. But 1 could not Jl<»y, having a flrong 
imprefTion on my mind, that 1 was to labour in 
J[amaica. ^ . 

10. Upon my mentioning this to tkt Brethren^ 
they faicl, 1 (hould go thither as fooii as poHiblci: 
but it would be proper for me logo to Pcnnfylvania 
firft, and fpend a little time at BtthUkem, 1 be- 
lieved ibey knew beil« So in the year 1744, I 

quitted 
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.quitted my (hop, Uft all my afFaIrs unfettled, and 
failed to Pennfylvania. 

II, I had fall employ at BcthUhcmy being ap- 
pointed General Preacher, and expe6lcd lo bear a 
part in all the Conferences. But it was not long 
before I was doubled more than ever, feeing (o 
much, craft and fubilcty, and wiihal fo much prijple, 
ftatelinels, and tyranny, in thofc that governed the 
chuich. One indanceout of very many, was this. 
W. Hardin^y who came over forne time before mc, 
and was a flatf^d Prc«5cher, had fpoken lo them 
freely and waimly, of feveral things which he 
thought reprovable. Upon this, he was put out of 
all his offices, and all the brethren were forbid to 
fpeak to him, B^ i"g forfakcn of all, he was more 
uncafyftill; on which the brethren faid, he was 
mad. As fiich he w^s confined, and food was 
brought to him once c-. twice a day, by two or 
three younj; men, who likewife many times beat 
him very feveiely. At length he watched his op- 
portunity, and made his.efcape; but they followed 
after, and rook him, and a wooden ho>jfc ywas 
built for him, not a quarter of a mile from th/e 
town,, about ten foot Iquare, and very darkt I was 
walking alone, near ine place when they were 
brihging him thiiher. His cfies and intreatics 
m'gM have pierced an heart oT {lorie. lie begged 
that h^ might clean fliocs, fetch them water, cleave 
vfood, or vsliatev^r they pleafed in the open air. 
But it availed nt t : he wis (hut up. About fix 
weeks afteV as they opened the door one day, in 
'ord< r to give him Tome mca?, he ruQied ouf, got 
'by fhrm, and made t<m'ard Philadelphia^ with ail 
the fjeed h^ cwld. Bf ing clofe purfued he ran to 
the river, (being jn excellent fwimmer) leaped in^ 
funk, and rofe no mor^'. 

11. I vds ;hcn ai l^ew-Yjorky whence I returned 
to BfihUhem in Januatv 1746. But 1 had no icft 
in -^ V fpirit, tilf aher three weeks, I removed to 
Philadelphia^ Here two of the brethren and a wi- 
tiow woman lived in the brethren's houfe. J hired 

a room 
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a room in it, and defired the widow, as I had not 
conveniences myfelf, to boil me a little water in a 
morning for my tea. Mean lime all the brethren in 
Philadelphia were charged, not to conv^rfe with, 
me. And not long after, the two brethren wrote 
Mr, Sp, word, that 1 lived in adultery with the 
widow. When I was informed of this, I went 
flrait to Bethlehem^ and told Mr. Sp, the whole af- 
fair ; who immediately wrote back to them in Pfd* 
ladelpbia^ that I had confeft the charge. 

14. Being now thoroughly weary of mankind, I 
procured a little houfe in a wood, at fome miles 
iiflance from any town, arid.refolved to fpend the 
remainder of my days by myfelf. Here 1 flayed 
about four yeiati ; till one aft^rtfboh, rMr. Sp, and 
the Count's fon-in-law called upon me,' We talked 
together till two in the morning. They acknow- 
ledged many things that had Been wrong, promifed 
they (hould be amended without delay^ and per-^ 
fuaded me to join with them once more. But no- 
thing was amended, fo that after a few months, I 
was conflrained to leave them again, 1 fullbwed' 
my*bu(inefs in Philadelphia^ till I had earned 
money for my paflage, and a year ago returned to 
London.*' 

Was there ever fo melancholy an account, O 
what is human nature ? How low arc they fallen, 
who were once burning and fhioing lights, fpread- 
ing bleflings wherever they camel But what infa- 
tuation is it, which makes this very man attend 
their preaching flill, and his wife (though (he can- 
not believe all her hufband fays) to remain in clofe 
connexion with them ? 

Sunday, March 15, 1752, While I was preach- 
ing at Wefl-ftrcet in the afternoon, there was one 
of the mod violent ftorms I remember. In the 
midd of the fermon great part of an houfe oppofite- 
to the chapel was blown down. We heard aa 
huge notfe, but knew not.the caufe : fo much the 
more did God fpeak to our hearts. And great was 
the rejoieing of many, in confidence of his pro- 

tcdion. 
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teftion. Between four and five I took horfe, with 
my wife and.daughier. The tiles were rattling from 
the houfes on both fides. But ihey hurt not us. ' 
We reached Hayes about fevcn in the evening, and 
Oxford the r»ext day. 

Tuefday 17. The rain continued without inter- 
miflion, till we came 10 Enjlone, Soon after we 
fet out from thence, it was fucceedcd by fo vehe- 
ment a wind, .as on Broadway -hill often drove u3 
clcai out of the path, and was ready to carry away 
bofh horfe and rider. But our Rrength was as our 
day; and before fix in the evening, we came un- 
hurt to Evefiam, 

I preached in the evening at the Tovyn-hall, 
where feveral of the Clergy and Gentry werepre- 
fent. Wcdne(day 18, I rode over with Mr. — — 
to his houfc, whicli 1 had not fcen'for upwards of 
twenty years. The place I found ; but not the in* 
habitants mod of them were gone to their long 
home* I faw not one whom I Knew but Mr. — 's 
aunt; who could riot long forbear telling me, 
*' How lorry (he was, that I (hould leave all my 
friendf, to lead this vagabond life." Why indeed 
it is not pleafing to flem and blood : and I would 
not do it, if I did not believe there was another 
world. Our difput^ did not continue long, and 
ended in much love. Mr» — — rode bacK with 
me to Evtjham i attended the preaching both at 
fevcn and at five in the morning, and walked with 
me from the room after fermon ; but it was fome 
time before he could fpeak. He then broke our, 
<* I am to lake care of two thoufand fou's. Ancf 
I never yet krie^ how to take care of m/ own," I 
left him ryll of convi£lIon and good refolutions. 
How many days will ihey coniinue? 

ThurTliy if), I xo Ac \cy Birmingham^ and from 
the behaviour of the people, both ihis and the fol- 
lowing evening, found rcafon to hope, that fome 
of the feed which has been fown here, will bear 
lading fruit, Saturday 21, I rode to Wenjbury^ 
where Mr. — Vicar of—— had appointed 

to 
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to meet me. I rejoiced to find fo great a change* 
Since he )ias known ihc paidoning love of God, he 
has been fwifily going on f;o;n failh to laith, and 
growing not in knowledge only bui in Iovq,, 

Sunday 22. After preaching al five, I leturncd 
to Blrmivgham, Many were much afraid of my 
preaching in the Rtcct; cxpc£ling I know not what 
xnifchief to be done. \'ain fear ! I faw noi one 
peifon behave amifs, while I declaied, There ii joy 
in htavin o^tr on: [inner that rfp-'ntcih. 

At one 1 preached at Ttpton-Grecn to a laige con- 
gregation, tnough the wind was leady to cut us ia 
two : and about five to a much larger at Wenfoury * 
^ . where in fpi:e of all the whiles cf Satan, and ihe 
cunning craftinefs of men, ihc plain genuine gofpel 
runs and is glorified, 

Wednefday 23. 1 fpent an agreeable hour with 
Mr. ., Curat^ of JF» an honed, upright 

man, I verily believe, and willing to know the 
whole counfel of God. In the evening 1 preached 
to a fmall, ferrous congregation at Billhook. The 
ftorm of wind, fnow and hail, was ready for us ia 
the morning almoft as foon as we fct out, and con- 
tinued moft part of the day. When we had heaths 
or commons to crofs, it was not eafy to fit an horfe, 
cfpecially as the wind was full in our teeth. How- 
ever we reached Poole (two miles from Nantwick) 
in the evening, and found a congregation gathered 
from many miles round: fevcral of whom fat up 
all night, for fear of lofing the moTning fermon. 

Wednefday 25. After preaching at five and at 
nine, I rode on to Alpraham, where a large con- 
gregation of ferious, lenfible people attended, both 
at one. and at feven in the evening. Thurfday 26, 
we rode on, through wind and fnow, and reached 
Man<:hejler, At night 1 was grieved to hear in all 
places, from my coming into Che/kire till now, 
that L B, was (lill fpeaking all manner of evil: 
averring wherever he came, «* That Mr. W — 
preached nothing but Popery, dcnyin^jullification 

by 
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hy Faith, and making nothing of Chrifl*'* Lord, 
\iy not this fin to his cha»ge! 

M.irc}i 27, iicinj} Good-Ftiday, I went to the 
old c^uirch, where Mr. CliytoH read prayers, I 
think the moft diftinftly, folemnly and gracefully 
of any man I have ever heard. And the beha- 
viour of the whole congregation was (erious and 
foiemn in every part of the fervice. fiut I was 
furprized to fee fuch a change in the greater pait of 
them, as foon as the facrament was over. They 
were then bowing, curtfying and talking to each 
other, jufl as if they were going from a play. 

On Sunday,. Monday and Tucfday, I fpoke fe- 
verally to each member of the Society, and found 
reafon, after the /tri^efl frarch, to believe, that 
there was not one difurdfrly walker therein. 

Tucfday, March 31. T, M , gave me a full 

account of J, B 'j" rerourcing all conne'6l^on 

witli tnc : adding, ** (^n the 30ih of December 
1 ift, after he had faid many hilicr things (»f you, to 
the congrei^ation at Bolton^ .he fpread out his arms 
three times and cried out Popery, Popery, P«>pery I 
1 have not been in connexion with him ihefc three 
years, neither will I be .my more. And the fame 
thing he faid 10 all the Stewards, at the Quarterly 
Meeting on New Year*s-Day. 

Friday, April 3. I rode to Bank-houfc^ near 
Rochdale^ whcte T. Af— ~. gave mc the following 
account. 

" On Sunday,. Aug. 7, lafU, I preached at Rang* 
dale^ at Bvc in the morning, as uru4l. About fix, 
two conftables came, and carried mc to a public 
houfe, where I was kept till nc?r four in the after- 
noon. Then one of them faid, lie would go and 
afk the Minifler, whether thev might not let me 
go? tTpon his return they brought me out to a laigrs 
m^b, which caiiicd me, and thiew mo into a 
ftanding water, and as often as 1 tned 10 come ou^ 
t)icy pitched me in again. At Ufl (ome of them 
ftiid I (hould come out, and kt^pt the others off, till 
I got up the bank, t found myl'clf very happy all 
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ttie time ; for I knew I was in the X.ord'« hand. 
I got back to the houfe where 1 lodged, and went 
to bed. But in lefs than an hour the mob came 
again, broke open the doors of the houfe and the 
chamber, and dragged me away with them. They 
carried me to a great pond, which was railed round, 
being ten or twelve foot deep. Then four men 
took me up by my legs and arms. I felt the flefh 
fhrink a little at fird. But it was foon over, anci 
I did not care, whether I *liyed or died ; juft as 
pleafed the Lord. I hey fwung me backward and 
forward two or three times, and then threw me as 
far as they could into the water. The fall took 
away my fenfes, fo that I felt nothing more. But 
fom^that did not care to have me drowned, when 
I came above water, catching hold of my clothes 
with a long pole, pulled m? out. I lay fenfelefs 

for fome time. When 1 came to myfelf, I faw 
many people about me ; one of them helped me 
up, and bad me go with him. He brought me to 
a little houfe, and put me to bed, but 1 had not 
laid long, before the mob came again, puljed me 
out of bed, and drove me before them, almoft 
naked, to the end of the parifh, where they left 
me. I made fhift to get on to a place three miles 
off, where I got to bed again and flept in peace.'* 

Sunday 5. About one I preached at Bivjlal\ ob- 
ferving that feveraj fat on the fide of the oppofite 
hill, I afterward defired one to meafure the ground; 
and we found it was fevcnfcore yards fiom the 
place where I ha*d flood. Yet the people there 
heard perfeftly well, I did not think «ny human 
voice could have reached fo far. 

Between four and five 1 preached in our new 
houfe at Leeds, But it was fo full, and confe* 
quently fo hot, bcfide which my voice was fo 
damped by the breath of the people, that I fuppofe 
many could not hear. 

Wednefday 8. We rode fo Heptonjlal, a little 
town on the round top of a very high mountain, 
with a flecp defcent on every Qde. I preached in a 

vacant 
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vacant place, on the brow of the hill. A captain 
who came from the Mtnider's houfc, laboured} 
much to divert the attention of the people. But 
none regarded him at all. When we went away, 
he followed us down the hill. One took him by 
the hand and fpoke a few words; on which he 
fhook like a leaf, and faid, " He hoped this would 
be an happy day for him, and that he (hould think 
more than he had done in time p^fl." 

Friday lo. 1 preached at D — — , where the cafe 
of the vicar and his curate will not foon be for- 
gotten. After a converfation I had with the vicar, 
above three years ago, he was deeply ferious, till 
he corfverfed again with rich and honourable men, 
who foon cured him of that didradlion. Yet in a 
while he relapfed, and was more fericus than ever, 
i\U he was taken ill. The phydcian made light of 
his iiinefs, and faid, ** He would do well enough, 
«' if they did but keep thofe Methodius from him," 
They did fo : however; in a faw days he died, 
and according to his own exprefs order, was car* 
ried to the grave at feven in the morning by eight 
poor men, (whom he had named) and buried on 
the north fide of the church. The curate, who 
buried him, fickning the iamc week, infifted that 
the Mdhodifis (hould not be kept from him. About 
te^n days after he died, and according to his defire, 
was about the fame hour carried alfo by eight poor 
men, and laid in a grave clofe to that of Mr*' 
R 

Saturday It. I preached at R once a place 

of furious riot and perfecution, but quiet and calm, 
fince the bitter rcdLor is gone, to give an account; 
of himfclf to God. 

Sunday 12. I came to IVakeJdd, as the bells' 

were ringing in, and went direttly lo Mr, W .*- 

in the vcftry ; the behaviour of the congregation 
furprized me. I faw none light, none carelefs or 
unaffc6lcd, while I enforced, What is a man profited 
if fuJhaUgain the whole worlds and loft his own foul f 
Hath not Go4 the hearts of all men \p. h\% hand ? 

B " ; Who 
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Who wo'jld have expe^ed fo fee me preaching in 
Wakefield church, to fo attentive a cbngregation, a 
few years ago, when all the people were as roaring 
lions, and ihe honed man did not dare to let me 
preach in his yard, le{i the mob (hould pull dowa 
his houfes ? 

Monday 13. In the evening L pleached at Shef* 
Jteldy in the (hell of the new houfe. All is peace 
here now, fince the trial at York. Surely the ma- 
gidrate has been the minifler of God to us for 
good ! 

Tucfday 14. I went to B -, whence the 

vicar, Mr, D , had fent a meflengcr on pur- 

pofe, to deiire he might fee me. 1 found him in 
deep diftrefs for the lofs of hii wife, mixt with 
flrong defires after God. Hearing I was going to 
preach at Rotherham, he offered to go with me. 
He feemed to dagger at nothing; though as yet his 
undet (landing is not opened. O that he may not 
reft till it is! 

Wednefday 15. I rode on toward Epzvortk. 
Bui 1 was nigh fhipwrecked in fight of the port. 
Attempting to ride over the common the nearcft 
way, my mare was quickly imbogged. But being 
lively and flrong (he made a (hift to get out, and I 
was glad to go round by Torn^ Bank. 

Thurfday 16. I walked over to Burnham, I had 
no' thought of preaching there, doubting if my 
flrength would allow of preaching always thrice a 
day^ as I had done ,mo(l days (ince I came from 
Evejham. But finding an houfe full of people, I 
could not refrain. Still the more I ufe my flrength, 
the more 1 have. I am often much tired, the hrfl 
time I preach in a day; a little the fecond time: 
but after the third or fourth, I rarely feel ^cither 
weaknefs or wearinefs. 

Friday 17. I called on the gentleman, who told 
me he was ** Sinner enough,** when I preached 
firft at Epvorth on my father's tomb; and was 
agreeably furpriz?d, to find him flrong in faith| 
though exceeding >veak in body, Fq^ fome years, 
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he told mc, he had been rejoicing in God, with- 
out either doubt or fear, and was now wairing 
for the welcome hour, when he (hould depart and 

he with Chrifl. 

Saturday 18. I preached ^iBclton, feltanuncom* 
mon degree of ihc prclehce of God, among an 
handful of poor dcfpifcd people, O how precious 
is ihe leaft of ihefc in his fight, who bought them 
with his own blood ! 

Sunday ig. At eight, I preached at Clay worthy 
where a year ago, the mob carried all before ihem* 
But an honed juftict quelled them at once, fo ihat 
they are now glad to be quiet, and mind their own 
bunnefs. 

At one, I presched at Mifiefton^ \o k deeply at- 
tentive congregation, affemblfd from all pairs: 
and between four and five at EptticrthCrofs, Tho 
congrrgation, here was fomewhat Iclfcncd, by a 
burial at BtUon, that of poor Mr, /?--—.—. P-— 
emphatically poor, though while he lived, he pofe/t 
(not enjoyed) at lead a thoufand pound a year, 

Monday so. I rode by Hainton. to Conin^fby, Th« 
next day, I preached at Rangdale, wheie we ex- 
pefled fome diflurbance, but found nore. The light 
punifhment infli£led on the late rioters, (though 
their expence was not great, as they fubmiited 
before the trial) has fecured peace ever fmce. Such 
a mercy it is, to execute the penalty oF the law, on 
ihofe who will not regard its piecepts! So miiny 
inconveniencies to the innocent docs it preventf 
and fo much fin in the guilty, 

Wednefday 22. I rode to Grimjhy» Tlie croud 
ivas fo great in the evening, that the room was like 
an oven. The next night I preached at the end of 
the town, whether almod all the people, lich and 
poor, followed me : and I had a Fair opportunity of 
clofely applying that weighty qucftion, Lord^ art 
there Jfew thatjhall befaved ? 

Friday «4. We rOde by a fine feat : the owner of 
which (not much above fourfcore years old, fayi, 
he deiires only to live thirty years longer; ten to 
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hunf, fen to get money, having at prcfcnf, but 
twenty thoufand pounds a year) and ten years 
lo repent." O that God may not {ay unto him, 
Thoujool! This night Jhall thy foul be required of 
thee I 

When I landed at the key in Hnlly it was covered 
with people, inquiring, which is he? But llicy 
only ftarcd and laughed ; and we walkcfd un- 
molefled lo Mr. A *s houfc. 

I was quiet furprizcd at the miferable condition 
of the fortificarions, far more luioous and decayed, 
than ihofe at Nexucafile^ even before the rebellion. 
Tis well there is no enemy near, 

I went to prayers at three in ihe old church, a 
;;rand and venerable flru^ure. Between five and 
ftx, the coach called, and cook me to Mighton-Car 
about half a mile from the town* An huge mul* 
titudci rich and poor, horfe and foot, with feverai 
coaches, where foon gathered together; to whom 
1 cried with a loud voice and a compofed fpirit^ 
WhatJhaU it profit a man^ if htJkaJll gain the whole 
world ^ and loje his otanfoulf Some thoufands of the 
people ferioufly attended : but many behaved at If 
poffeft by Moloch, Clods and Hones flew about. on 
every Hde : but they neither rouched nor difturbed 
'xne. When 1 had finifbed my difcourfe, 1 went 
to take coach. But the coachman had driven 
clear away. We were at a lofs, till a gentlewoman 
invited my wffe and me, to come into her coach* 
She brought fomc inconveniences on heifclf there- 
by ; not only as there were nine of us in the cdich, 
three on each fide, and three :n the middle ; but 
alfo as the mob clolely attended us, throwing in at 
ihe windows (which we did not think it prudent 
to {hut) whatever came next to hand. But a large 
gentlewoman who fat in my lap, fcreened me, lb 
that nothing came near me. 

The mob, who were increafed to feverai thou- 
fands, when I ftcpt out of the coach into Mr. A '*s 
iioufo, perceiving I was efcapcd out of their hands, 
revenged themfclvcs on the windows, with many 
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fhowers of (lonet, which they poured in, even into 

the rooms four florica high. Mr. A walked 

through thcra to the Mayor's houfe, who gave him 
fair words, but no aHidance ; probably not know« 
ing, that himCelf (the Mayor) might bs compelled 
to make good all the damage which fhould be done. , 
He then went in qucft of Conflablcs, and brought 
two with^him about nine o'clock. With their help 
he fo thoroughly difperfed the mob« that no two of 
them were left together. But they rallied about 
twelve, and gave one charge more, with oaths and 
curfes, and bricks and {lones.. After thii, all wai 
calm, and I flept found till near four in thts 
morning. 

About five, Saturday 25, We took horfe, and 
made to Pocklingion* I was/orry, when I found it 
was the f^ir day, that notice had been given of my 
{^reaching ; efpccially when I heard, there was no 
Society, and fcarce any one awakened in tlie town. 
The unufual bittcrncfs of feveral who rnet us in the 
(Ireet, made the profpe£i flill tpore unpromifing. 
However 1 went to fee the loom provided for 
preaching, but found it was not above five yards 
iquare. I then looked at a yard which was pro- 
pofed ; but one cir(;i2m fiance of this I did not like. 
It was plentifully furniihed with (lones : artillery 
ready at hand, for the devil's drunken champions^ 
Jud then it began to rain, upon which a gentleman 
offered a large commodious barn. Thither I. went 
without delay, and began preaching to a few, who 
Jncreafed continually, I have known np fuch time 
fince we left London. Their tears fell as the rain« 
None oppofed or mocked : fo that thefe made full 
i^mends fqr the behaviour of thofe at Hull, 

The man and his wife at whofc houfe we dini^d, 
liad been bitterly perfccuted both hv his and her mo- 
ther, Thefe were fame of ihe fiiU wh<^(e heajis 
were touched. Immediately after preaching they 
<:ame up into the room where we were, and confcft 
iviih many tears, how eagerly they had oppofed 
ihr trt^th of Qodj and troubled their children for 
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adTiermg to it. How wife aie ail (he ways of God ? 
Had it not been fair day, thefc had not been there. 
Yet romeofour company had dreadful fore- 
bodings of what was to be at York, A worthy 
Jjidice of the Peace (doubtlefs to quiet the mob 
there) had juft cauftd lo be cried about the ftrccts, 
- Iluck up in public places, and even thrown into 
many houfes, part of the " Comparifon between' 
the « Papi/lt and Methodi/lf/' Perhaps this might 
be the occasion of rbme biiter curfes which were 
given us,, almofl as foon as we entered the gates. 
But the vain words of thofe Rahjhakchs^ returned 
into their own bofoms. I began preaching at fix. 
The chapel was filled with the prefence of God< 
The oppofers opened not their mouths. The 
mourners bleft God for the confolation. 

Sunday 26, At fcven, God was with us as before, 
and his word brake the rocks in pieces, We left 
York^ about nine, as quietly as we came, and roie 
to Acomb. 

Monday 27. We reached Ofmothtrly. After 
preaching in the evening, I was deiired to vifu a 
perfon, who had been an e:ninen! fcolfer at "all 
jcligion, but was now, they faid, •* in a Rrange 
way,** I found her in 2l flrangt teay indeed : eiilicr 
raving mad, or poffcfl by the devil. The wom^ii 
hcrfelf affirmed, •« Tnat the devil had appeared to 
her the day before, and after talking fomc time, 
leaped upon, and grievoufly tormented her ever 
fince." We prayed with her. Her agonies c'^af'-d, 
She fell afleepi and awaked ia the morning cilm 
and eafy. 

Tuefday 28, About noon we reached Siokejley^ 
where I found, none had ever yet preached abroad. 
Samuel Larwood had attempted it ; but in vain : 
and fo had Mr, Roberts fome time after. But a 
Clergyman came at the head of a large mob,, and 
obliged him to de(i(l. About one, the perfon ia 
whofe houfe we were, came in trembling, and told 
us, what threatnings were breathed our. ( 
• -^wercd^ " Thca there wa» no liaic to lofci" and 
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•went out immediately. I fuppoFc .thfc mob ex* 
pe£led to hear us (ing. But they were difappointed : 
for 1 began preaching without delay. ,fiy this 
meiins, mifTing their fignal, they came not in a 
^pdy, but two or three at a time. And as faCt as 
ihcy came, their minds were changed ; fo that all 
iwere quier, from the beginning to the end. 

It rained all the way we rode to Stockton «* but 
-was fair all the time I flood in the main flreer, and 
explained to a liilening multitude, the Joy that is 
in heaven over ontfinner that rfpenteih, 

Wednefday 89. I preached at Durham to z quief, 
Aupid congregation, and the next day went on to 
li^eacafiU. 

Oh Friday and Saturday we ^njoytd a little reA 
pite from labour^ and were refremed both in foul 
and b(xiy. 

Sunday, May 3, Wc had the bejt drejt congre* 
gation, that ever I faw in this place. I (poke very 
plain. Yet aJl were patient, and looked as iF they 
tinderflood what was fatd. 

Satuiday 9. I rode to Sunderland^ where I found 
one of the Jiveliefl Societies in the north of Eng* 
dand. This is iht iffc^ of their being fo much 
under the law, as to fcruple, orfe and all the buying 
even milk on a Sunday. The houfe hardly con« 
tained the people at five the next morning. At 
eight, and at twelve I preached in the flreec; none 
oppofing or interrupting;. About four, 1 began at 
NewcaJlU^ ^near the keclmen's hofpital. It was juft 
as I cxpeGed, Many who had turned back from 
ihe holy commandment once delivered to them, flocked 
together, and feemed convinced, that God wasflili 
Tcady to turn, and leave a blcfling behind hiin. 

Monday \i. After preaching at Morpeth in tny 
way, though with little piefent efFe6t, 1 rode on to 
Alnwick, and preached at the Cro/s to a far more 
numerous and more ferious congregation. 

Wedncfday 13. I rode io Berwick, ^nd after 
preaching, defired all who A^ri ^wn of the Society 
io meet me. I fpokc to fcvcnteen, who were 
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thorougKly willins to unite again. And (what 
"vras remarkable) dlT of tbem ftill retained a fenfe 
of the pardoning love of God : although they were 
convinced, they had fuffered great loiS| by afaaitne 
of the word. 

Thurfday 14. At five, the foldiers made a con- 
fiderable part of the congregation. At noon, they 
came again in troops. One of them, T 
W -* — ■, came laft year from the Highlands, and 
went through Weftmoreland^ to beat up for recruits. 
He had been earneftly warned before he left Scot' 
land^ on no account to go near the Methodifis, But 
in Kendal, he lighted on two or three, from which 
time they were not one day afundcr. It was not 
long, before God clearly aflfured him of his paro 
doning love, A fortnight after, he was ordered 
to follow the regiment to Berwick, where he is 
continually exhorting his comrades, to be good Jol^ 
diers of Jefus Ckrijt* And many already have 
lided under his banner. 

Friday 15. In the afternoon I preached at AU-* 
mouth* How pUin an evidence have we here, 
that even our outward Work, even the Societies, 
are not of man's building. With all our labour 
and (kill, we cannot in nine year's time, form a 
Society in this place; even though there is none 
that oppofes, poor or rich ; nay, though the two 
richcfi men in the town, and the only gentlemen 
there, have done all whici^ was in their power to 
further it. 

Saturday 16. I rode on to the poor colliers at 
Placey. When we came hither fir ft, J^ohn Lane, 
then nine or ten years old, was one of the firft who 
found peace with God. P>om that hour he con,- 
tinued to walk day and night' in the light of hif 
countenance. I faw hiqa laft 3'ear, longing to be 
with Chiift. But he was detained hece a little 
longer that he might witnefs a good confeflion in 
death as well as in life. He praifed God as long 
v«s he had breath, and was buried a .day or twa 
l>efbre I €aipe« 
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Miy t7. Being Whitfuntidc^ I preached in the 
morning at GaUpittd to an huge congregation, on 
our Lord's wotda, If any man thir/t, Ut him come 
unto me and drink. About five, I began near the 
Keflmen*s -Nv/pital, matiy thouOinds (landing round, 
or filling on the grafs. The wit»d was high juft 
before; but fcirce 4 breath was felt, all the time 
we were atr^fti bled before God. I praife God for 
this alfo. It is Knthufiafff^ to fee God in every 
b^ant'fit which we receive ? 

Monday 18. I preached at Newlands^ and endea- 
vouied to remove the ofTences, which had crept in 
among the fimple people. Irv the evening I 
)>reached at Sheep-hiu, It rained all the time ; but 
that little disturbed either the congregation or 
me. 

Tuefday ig. I preached at Wickham^ before Mrs* 
Armftrong*s door, I was a litfte furpHzed at the 
iiccountlhe gavci of God*i late dealings with her. 
When her ancient hulband, with whom (he had 
]ive4 from her youth, was on account of a debt 
contrafted by hit Ton, hurried away and thrown 
into Durham Goal, which foon put an end ta his 
life : when (be was likely to loxe ali (he had, and 
to be turned out of doors at fourfcore years of age^ 
ttill the oracles of God, which ftie had loved from 
a child, were her delight and her CDunfeltors. But 
one day when (he put on her fpeflacles to read, 
Hie could not fed a word. She was (lartled at 
Brfl ; but foon fatd, It is the Lord : let him do what 
Jetmeih him ^ood* She laid her fpc^Ucles down, . 
rafimg her eye on the corner of the Biblci thouglljb 
fhe could difcern fome letters. Taking up the 
book, (he read as well as her daughter could. An4 ^ ' 
from that hour (he could not only read without 
fpedhcles, hue fow or thread the fineft needle, with • 
the fame ea(e| as when (he was thirty years of ^ 
jige. 

Wednefday ao. I preached at Biddick to a muU 
tifude of colliers, though it rained hard all the 
lirnt^ They Teemed all| evea (qisd who had long 
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drawn back| to be melted down as wax before tbe 
lire. ^So (Irong and general an influence on a con- 
gregation, X do not remember to have feen for 
iome years. 

Sunday 25. The congregation at the Keelmcn's 
Hofpital, ivas far too large for my voice to corn- 
mand. I doubt not more than two thirds could 
hear: but all were flill, till I commended them to 
the grace of God. 

Monday 25, We rode to Durham^ and thence 
through very rough roads, a/id as rough weather, 
to Barnard'CafiU. I was exceeding faint when we 
came in ; however, the time being come, I went 
into the (Ireet, and would have preached. But 
the mob was fo numerous and fo loud, that it was 
not poflible for many to hear. Ncvcrthclcfs I 
fpoke on, and thpfi: who were near, liflened with 
huge attention. To prevent this fome of the rabble 
fetched the engine, and threw a good deal of water 
on the congregation. But not a drop fell on me. 
After about three quarters of an hour^ 1 returned 
into the houfe. 

Tuefday 26. At fiye, the preaching-boufe would 
not contain one half of the congregation. Many 
flood at the door and windows, far more than could 
hear. When I come again, perhaps they will hear 
Mrhilc they may* 

We. rode hence to Weredale* I had been out of 
order all night, and found myfelf now much, 
weaker. However I trufted in the Strong ,for 
(Irength, and began preaching to a numerous con- 
gregation. And I did not want flrength, till I had 
finifhed my difcourfe : nor did the people want a 
blciTfng. 

Ip the evening we came to Al^andaU^ and found 
^the poor Society well nigh (battered in pieces. 
Slsick0^a and offence had eaten them up. When 
I. came into the room, I was ju(l like one of them, 
having tieither life nor (Irength^ and being fcarce 
able either to fpeak or to {lan4. But immediately 
ive had a token for good. la aiinKneat I was well* 
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My voice and ftrenglh were entirely reftored, and 
I cried aloud, Howjhall I give thee vp^ Ephraim f 
The mountain again flowed down at his prefencci 
and the rocks were once more broken in pieces. 

Wediiefday 87. I pleached at C/z/ifon, near Pert' 
rithy to a civil people, who looked jud as if 1 hdd 
been talking Greek. The next day we went on to 
LarioTtf a little village, lying in a green fruitful 
valley, farrounded by high mountains, the fides of 
which are covered with grafs and woods, and tho 
bottom watered by two fmall rivers. Here 1 found 
myfelf much out of order again. However, at fix, 
1 preached 10 a very large and ferious congrega- 
tion. The Miniflcrs of Larion, and o'f the next, 
parifh, w^re among them, that they might hear 
and judge for ihemlelves. 

Friday 29. I preached at noon to a very diffe- 
rent congregation, in the caftle-yard dii Cockermoutk* 
However, ihey behaved with decency; none in- 
terrupting, or making any noife. 

About five we reached Wkiukaven» After a little 
Tcfl, I went to the room ; but it was rather to be 
feen than heard. However 1 fpoke as I could fur 
about half an hour, and then immediately went to 
bed. But 1 could not deep, having a violent flux 
with a fever, and continual pain in my (lomach. 
fiut<at twelve, I fell into a doze, and from that 
time, began to recover. 

On Sunday in the afternoon I ventured to 
chxsrch, and in the evening, pre&ched as I was 
able. 

Monday, June !• I examined the Societyi and 
praifed God on their behalf. 

Tuefday s. I rode to Seaion^ a town of colliers, 
ten meafured miles from Whitehaven. The poor 
people had prepared a kind of pulpit for, me, co- 
vered at the top and on both fides, and had placed 
a cufliion to kneel upon, of the greeneft turf in the 
country. But my voice was dill fo low, that 1 fear 
not half of ihofe who were prcfent could hear. 
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Wednefday 3. I was able to preach again in the 
mornipg. One of our f I lends, who was maflcr of 
a (hip, purpp.ftn'g to fct fail on Thurfday 4, for 
Dublin, 1 knew pot but it would be well to go over 
with him, fuppofmg the wind fhould turn fair. It 
did turn fair that very morning ; but being (uddcnly 
called on boatd, he failed without us. In about 
fix hours the wind turned foul. So I'fuppofc he 
came back the next morning. 

In the afternoon we rode to Mr. BUncozoe*j about 
fifteen miles from Whitehaven* We took a walk in 
the evening to a little town, called Drig, about a 
mile from his houfe, where 1 preached to a fmall 
company of plain ferious people. But 1 fear ihey 
underilcfod very little of what they heard. 

Friday 5. I went on with Mr. Milncr, to Ulver^ 
Jiont% Here a very convenient place for preaching 
was offered. But few people had aT;y defite to 
hear. So I wenftjuietly back to my inn, 

Saturday 6. We reached Chipping^ and were 
immediately informed, that fcveral there were con- * 
fulling together, how to hinder roe from preach- 
ing. Mr. Milnfu hearing they were met at the 
next houfe, went thither, and brought them all 
with him, who were the Churchwardens, and 
three or four p'erfons more. I fpent about a quar* 
ter of an hour with them, in calm and friendly de- 
bate, and they went away much cooler than they 
came* 

Sunday 7, Underftanding fome defigned to go 
out of church,^ when Iwent into t^e pulpit. I 
thought it would be better for them to go out 
fooner, and to read prayers as well as preach. 
Such a congregation Was prtfent, as I believe was 
never feen there before. And a folemn awe fccmed 
to red on the whole congregation^ ftom the begin- 
ning of the fervicc to the end. 

1 preached in the afternoon on the conclufion of 
the Iccond leflen, God was in Chrijl^ reconciling the 
world to him/elf. The people were all attention. 
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Surely there Is no counfel or ftrengih ajaiaft Uie 
Lord. 

Monday 8« We rode to Rough-L^e^ and found 
a large, fcrious, and auict congregation. There 
4iave been no tumuhsy unce Mr. W . was re<* 

moved. He was for fome years a PopiQi Priell. 
Then he called himfelf a Profellant, had the Liv« 
ii>g of Coin* It was his manner firll to hire, and 
then head the mob, when they and he were tole* 
rably drunk. But he drank himfelf, firll into a 
goal, and then into his grave. 

In the evening I preached at Heptonjlall* An At- 
torney, who happened to be in the town, endea« 
voured to interrupt, retailing fome low, thread* 
bare ftorks, wiih a very audible voice. But fome 
of the people cut him ftiort in the midft, by carry- 
ing him quietly away. 

Tuefday 9. I preached at fix to abundance of 
people near Ewood^ and with an uncommon blcf- 

fing. Hence we rode to T , where the Minifter 

was flowly recovering from a violent fit of a palfy^ 
with which he was ftruck ipamediately after he had 
been preaching a virulent lermon againft the Me- 
thodifts. I preached on the fide of a mountain to 
a Urge and earned congregation, and ilien went on 
io Udlar-Urni I preached at fix in the town, and 
1 fuppofe all the inhabitants, young and old, were 
present. Nor have I ofien feen fo large a congre<» 
gaiion, fo univerfally and deeply affcacd. 

My lodging was not fuch as I (hould have chofen: 
but what Providence chufes, is always good. My 
bed was confider?bly underground, the room ferv- 
ing both for a berdchamber and a cellar. The clofc^ 
ncfs was more troublefome at fira than the cool- 
nefs. But I let in a little frefh aif, by hrpaking a 
pane of paper (fuch was by way of gUf$) in tho 
window, and then fiept found till the mqxk\ng. 

Friday 12. I rode to BoUon. So hot a day as 
this, I do not remember to have felt in England. 
7 he congregation fecmed to forget the hear, though 
the room was Jike an oven. For it was a comfoTf- 
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a/ble hoor : God refrefting 'invny fouls wrth the 
cnuUitude of pcgce. 

Saturday 13. The houfc was fuller this evening, 
4han the laft, while I inforccd that gracious invi- 
lation, Come unto me all ye that areweary^ and Acaxy 
laden* 

Sunday 14. After preaching in th« evening. I 
took occafion to tell the whole congrfgation, That 
there had been a miftake, -concerning the liou/t, 
which 7. 5. imagined, 1 had contrived to malc^ 
my own property; but Mr. •Grimjhaw had now 
cleared it up; having aiTured Mr. B. 1. That I 
1; new nothing of the Deed relating to the houfc, 
tiir after it was made. fi. That I had no property 
'in it ftill ; only a claufe wasinferted, whereby Mr, 
VP/my broihe?, and I, were itn powered. To appoint 
the Preachers therein. 

Monday 15. I had many little trials in this 
journey, of a kind I had not known before. I had 
borrowed a young, ftrong wiare, when I fiet out 
fiom Mamhijier^ But fhe fell latne before I got (o 
Grimjby. 1 procured another,: but was difmountcd 
again, between Ncwcaflle and ^eraick. At my re- 
turn to Manck>Jler, J took my own. But (he had 
lamed herfelf i;n the pafture. I thought neverihe- 
Jefs to ride her four or five miles to day. But (he 
\vas gone out of the ground, and we could hear 




' jha^ri i>oVrow;ed her too, and rode her away to Ckejier, 

' ,A'libut hobn, I preached near ShackerUy^ at an 

' old man'^houfe, who was groaning for redemp- 

^. fion.' We wiiked together a little way, after 

'* pVeachif^g: a^^d' almoft as foon as we parted, the 

povvcr of God fell upon him, (o that h« Jiardly 

knew, whether he wa^ on earth or in heaven. 

' From that hour be has been continually filled with 

• peace and joy in believing. 

At my return \o Bolton^ I wrote down a parti- 
cular adcount of' one, that lately adorftcd the 'gof- 
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pet. Tt was as follows. « In April i7\6^ KatHe^ 
fine JVhitaker wen^ to Halifax, tQ hear John Nelfon. 
8hc was bcfote convinced of the iruth by leading, 
and from that time grew more and more lerious. 

The next year John H called at our houfe. 

As he was goings he turned back, took her by the 
ham), and fSiid, " You mnfi believe, whether yoa 
can, or no." As foon as he was gone, (he began 
crying to Gody and ceafed not, till fhc knew ihe 
did believe in Chiift. She never afierwafd luft 
the fenfe of his love : nor could fhc reft, if ftie 
foiind the leaft cloud, tilt it was wh|>lly lemovccV 
and the clear lighl (hone again upon her ioul. . 

" In May 1750. She removed to Bolton, and 
foon afier appeared to be confumpiive. But fhe 
did not fparc hcrfelf on that account, itiU rifing aC 
five, four or three in the inotning, and continuing, 
to leach her fcholars, as ufual^ till about Chiift- 
mas 1751. From that lime her bodily ftrcngih 
failed, though flie did not keep her room tilt 
March. She was then afraid, left (he (hould livd 
to be a butdcn unto her relations: but that fear 
foon vanifbed away, and fhe faid, «* Now 1 can- 
leave it all to God.

Saturday 20.' I rode to Ckefter^ and preached at 
fix in the accuftomed place, a little without the 
gates, ntdiV St, J^ohn*s Church; One (ingle man, an 
poor aleh6ufe keeper, feemed difgufted, fpoke » 
tiarmiefs word, and ran away with allfpeed. Ali 
the reft behaved with therutmoft ferioufnefs, while 
I declared, The ^aci of our Lord Jtfus Chrijh* 

Sunday 2u I preached at feven in a much 
larger houfe, which was jufl taken, near St. Mar*- 
tin's Church : as eminent a part of the towni a«- 
Drury-LatfCf is ih London, or as the horfefair wap- 
iti BriftoL At church Mr. L — , preached a 

flrohg, plain, ufeful fermon, upon the faith of 
A^rahain, At one, I ' btfgan preaching 'again, oh 
IVe preach not Ourfehfs, but Chriji Jejus the Lordm- 
But'the houfe not containing half theicongregatiot^ 
I was obliged to ftand at the door, on one fide- of 'ft; 
kind of fq a are, large enough to contain ten ot 
twelve thoufand people. I had a few hours before- 
fpokcn to the Captain of a veffcl, with whom I 
prppofed to fail for Dublin. And the wind beiQJjg^ 
fair, I knew not whether I (hould flay to pveacK 
another fermon in Chejter* I. find it ufeful to be irv 
fiich a ftatc ofTufpcnfe: wherein I' know not,, 
what will be the next hour, but lean abfolutely on 
his difpofal, who knoweth and ruleth all thinas. 
well. ' ' ' ' . 

At four, I preached in the Square, 'to a mucht 
larger congregation, among ^kom were-abundancQ 
of gentry. On© itfari fcreamed and hollowed as- 
loud as he could ;' but none feconded^ or regarded 
him, Tht reft of the congi«egation were (leadily^ 
fcrious, from the beginning l« the end, 

Monday 22; ' We walked round the walls of the 

dty, Kjrbich are fomcthtng more than a mile and 

. •• C'j i -'u lhfC9 
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tbree quarters in circumference. But there are 
many vacant fpacei within the walls, many gar- 
dens, and a good deal of pa{lure ground. So that 
I believe NtwcajiU Upon Tyne, within the walls, 
contains at lead a third more houfes than Chefters 

The greateft convenience here is what they call 
the rows^ that is, covered galleries, which run 
through the main (Ireets on each (ide, from £all to 
Weft, and from North to South : by which means 
one may walk both clean and dry in any weather, 
from one end of the city to the other. 

I preached at fix in the evening in the fquare, 
to a vaft multitude, rich and poor. The far greater 
part, the gentry in particular, were ferioufly and 
deeply attentive : though a few of the rabble, moft 
of inem drunk, laboured much to make a diftur- 
bance. One mieht already perceive a great incrcafe 
of eameftnefs in the generality of the bearers^ 
So is God able to cut (hort his work, to wound or 
heal, in whatever time it pleafeth him. 

Tuefday a3* Having received letters which made 
mejudge it neceffary, to be at Briftol as foon as 
pomble ; about ten I fet out, dined at Birmingham 
xht next day, and thence rode to Red-Ditch* 

Thurfday 25. Finding the congregation waiting, 
I began preaching between three and four. I 
preached at WalUfridgt^ near Stroud^ in the evening, 
and the next day, before noon, reached Kingswo$d* 

Wednefday, July i. Having finifhed my bufinefs 
at Brijiol^ I tooic horfe again, and preached that 
evening at Evefliafiu 

Thurfday a. I reached Bil&rook and Chcjitr. 

Friday 3. I was faying in the morning to Mr* 
Parker^ *' Confidering the good which has been 
• done there already, I wonder the people of Cheftcr 
are fo quieL" He anfwered, <* You muft not ex- 
pe^ they will be fo always." Accordingly one of 
the firft things I heard after I came Into, the town 
was, that for two nights before, the mob had been 
employed, in puUtngidown the.^qvie /wb.ue Ihad 
- peached. ** X afked, wcje there no magiaralcs in 

tho 
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the city f ** Several anfwercd me, " Wc went to the 
Mayor, after the fird riot, and de(ired a warrant to 
bring the rioters before him. But he pofuively re« 
fufed to grant any, or to take any informations 
about It." So being undidurbed, they afTembled 
again the next night, and finifbed their work. 

Saturday 4. I preached in our old room. 

Sunday 5. I flood at feven in the morning near 
the ruins of the houfe, and explained the principles 
and pra6lice of that Scti which is every where fptyken 
againjl. I went afterwards to St. Martin's church, 
which {lands clofe to the place. The gentleman 
which officiated, feemed to be extremely moved at 
feveral pafTages of the fecond lefTon, Luke 17, 
'particularly. It is tmpofible hut that offences tuill 
<onu : but wo unto him through whom they come. It 
were better for him that a miujtont were hanved about 
his nechi and he caft into thejea^ than thai he Jhoutd 
offtnd one of thefe little ones* 

He began his fermon nearly in thefe words* 
<< The laft Lord's day I preached on doing as you 
would be done to^ in hopes of preventing luch pro* 
ceedings as are contrary to all juflice, mercy, and 
humanity. As I could not do that, 1 have chofen 
thefe words for your prefem confideration. Ye know 
not what manner of Jpiritye are of. For the Son of 
Man is not come to defLroy men*s lives ^ but to fave 
them. 

He concluded nearly thus: **I am forry any 

fuch outrage (hould be committed, particularly in 

this paiifh ; where I have been teaching fo many 

..years. And to Kow little purpofe ? I will remove 

a& foon as poflibly I can from a place, where I can 

,do fo little good. O ^hat an account have they 

.' to make, who have cither occafioned or encouraged 

thefe proceedings ? May God grant, that they may 

repent in time! That they may know what fpirU 

they are of ! That they may, before it is too late, 

acknowledge and love the truth as it is in Jefus." 

1 preached again in the fame place at one and ^t 

fbur^ 
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four» and the whole congregation were <;^uiet. and 
fen'ous, 

Monday 6. Finding no (hip ready to fail, I de« 
termined to return' to Whitehaven, So I took horfe 
with my wife betwcn nine and ten, and in the 
evening pieached at Manchtfttr. 

Tuclday 7, We rode to Bolton : on Wcdnefday to 
Chipping; and on Friday 10, reached Whitehaven, 

Sunday 12. I took my old (land in the market- 
place, about feven in the n^ortiing, and proclaimed 
the Lord Gody gracious and fnercifuli forgiving iniquity y. 
tranfgrejfion^ and Jin, I.ri the afternoon we had an 
awakening fcrmon'at thi new church, on One Thing 
is Needful, At five I preached in the room on, To 
je%r the Lordy that is zvifdom^ and to depart from evilf 
is underftandtng, 

Monday 13. I befpoke the cabin in a (hip bound 
for Dublin, which only waited for a wind. About 
tea at night, word was brought, that flic was ready 
to fail. Wc went down to the key immediately', 
and found fhe had failed out a quarter ,of an hcur 
before, and was then off at fea. But anotlier fhip 
hadjud weighed ancho/, fo we went on board, 
and failed without delay. But having contraiy 
winds, it was Friday 17, in the evening before we 
reached Dublin, 

Th^ boufc here is nearly of the fame fize, and of 
the fame form with ihat at Newcajih, But having 
deep galleries on three fides, it will contain a larger 
toumber of people, 

Sunday 19. I preached at five and eight, but not 
to fo large a congregation as I ext)e£);ed. I was 
^greatly thocked at the behaviour of^ the congrega* 
tioi? in St. Patrick* s Church. But all their care* 
(lefnefs and indecency did not prevent my Ending 
an uncommon bleding. Between five and fix, oiir 
houfe was nearly filled : but great part of the heaiera 
fceriicd . utterly unawakened. 1 marvel how it 
is, that after all our labour here, there (hould ftill 
be fo little fruit. 

Monday &o, 1 learned the particulars of the lat^ 

not* 
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riot. Some weeks ago, a large mob afTembTed Offe 
evening, broke many of the windows, and had jiifl 
broke into the houfe, when a guard of foldiers 
came. The chief rioters were apprehended and 
fri^d. But ten or eleven of the Jurymen being 
Papids, fiighiened the twelfth, fo that he did n^ot 
contradidly when they brought in the fejlow S| Noi 
Guilty, 

Tuefday si» I enquired into the Hate of thei 
Society, (lill confiding of about four hundred and 
twenty members ; though many had been much, 
fhiiken, chiefly by various opinions, which fome 
even of our own Preac^eis had propagated, 

Thurfclay 23. We' went to fee a friend a few 
miles from Dublin* Before dinner, Mr. Cotunly and 
I took a walk on the fea*(hore. Being fomewhat 
tired, we thought to return a Ihorler way^ by 
climbing over the rocks. We found little difHculty 
at firfl, (he afcent not being ileep toward the bot- 
tom But as we went higher, it grew deeper and 
deeper, till we would gladly have gone bacjlij if we 
could. But we could neittier go, nor look back ^ 
fo that we had only this choice, To get quite to 
the top, or to make one dep to the bottom* The 
ilones likewife on which we flood, or which we 
took hold of, frequently gave way, and tumbled : 
fo that 1 know not whether we were ever in fo 
much danger on the fea, as we were now on the 
Ihore^ But in half an hour, I know not howi we 
got upon firm even ground. 

Sunday 26. I met one, whom I had formerly 
feen at Brijtol^ heaping up money with both hands* 
And he has now all that the world can give. But 
he enjoys nothing : having fuch a continual lownejs 
^f/pinlSf as they call if, that his very life is a bujr- 
den. He feems partly to underfland his own cafe« 
May the great Phylician heal his ficknefs! 

Monday 27. I preached in Edinderry at one. 
and at Clofeland in the evening. Tuefday 28, I 
preached at Portarlington^ though I was extremely 
ilii apd it was a pain to itie 10 ipeak : but it was a 

comfortable 
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cotnrortable P^in, I pould from my heart praife 
God for his tatherly vidtation. 

Wednefday 29. I rode to Mountmdickf but was 
fo hoarfe and weak, that 1 could only preach ia 
the houfe. Friday 31, being not well able to ride, 

I borrowed Mr. P- 's chair to Tutlamore 2 and 

on Saturday reached Conly'lough^ and met many of 
my friends from all parts. I now found my iUength. 
increafing daily : it mud be, as my day is. 

Sunday, Aug. 2. I baptized Jofrfh Englijh^ (late 
a Quaker) and two oF his children. Abundance of 
people were at TyrrcVs Paft in the evening, many 
more than the houfe could contain. At five in the 
morning, one who had taO^d of the love of God,. 
but had afterwards retapfed into his. former fins, 
nay, and funk into Deifm, if not Atheifm, was 
once more cut (o the heart. At fix in the Evening, 
I preached at Drumarea, where many now know 
in whom they h^vc believed. Mr. 3> the. 

Miniftftr of D met me here, the laft man I 

fhould have expe£led! fiut it cannot lad. The 
fame peifon cannot long admire both J^ohn Wcjlej 
and Jfokn Taylor, 

Tuefday 4. I preached about noon at Street^ \o 
a civil, unconcerned congregation ; and about fix 
in the evening at Alndarring, a mile (hort of Kenagfu 
'Many Romanics being prtfent, i found much con« 
cern for them, and could not but addrefs myfeif to 
them in particular, and exhort them who-lly to rely 
on the one Mediator between God and man* 

Wcdijcfday 5. We rode to Athlone, Thurfday 
6, I preached In a large open place, near the houfe, 
to inany oF the rich as well as poor. Saturday 8, 
I called on a lively man, who is jud married, in 
the ninety-fecond year of his age. He ferved as atY 
Officer both in King William's and .Queen Anne*s 
v^ars, and a year or two ago began to ferve the 
Prince of Peace. He has all his faculties oF body 
' and mind intire, works in his garden. Tome hours 
every day, and praifes,God| who has prolonged his 

life to fo gopd a purpofe. 

Sunday 
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Sunday 9, A.t eight we had the ufual congrega> 
tion in the markei-.plafe, and ihc ufual b^cITing. 

Mr. G preached an excellent fcrmon at 

church, on the neceffi'y of the religion of the 
Jieart. At five, 1 preached on ihe Cannmght lide 
of the river, to abundance oF Romariilh as well as 
Proleftanis: all of whom feemed convinced, That 
Ihey ought not any longer, to halt klarcfn twa 

Here I learned from her hufbind, that Roje 
Xongrforik, found peace wiih God in June, 1743. 
This fhe never loft, and ofien rejoiced wilh joy 
«nfpeak*ble. From IhJt lime, (he was atwayj 
remarkablv friious, and walked clnfely with God, 
About Eadrr 1751- She found a great decay of 
her bodily ftienglh. But of this, (he never com- 
plained, being only concerned, leli her foul (hould 
i'utFer lofs. In July following, (he was removed 
into the country, but dill continued walking in ths 
light. Toward the Ultcr end of the month, appre- 
hcnding-her lime was Ihort, (he dtfired to letum 
to Athtone. On Saturday the 2 1 ft. (he returned, 
extremely weak, but continually praifing God; 
and all the following week exprefling a flrong de- 
firc to depart, and be with Chrift. 

Mr. adminifteied the Sacrament lo her 

on Sunday. She could fpeak Ivtlle, but fatd, (he 
had no doubt of her falvalion. He tvas deeply af. 
fefted, and faid, he believed her; but cuuLd fcarce 
Jpeik for tears. When (he could net ie heaid, flie 
had her eyes conflantly (ixt upward, and her lips 
moving. In the afternoon (he fainicd away! Com- • 
ing to herfelf (he faid, "Ah! I was dilappoinled: 
I thought I had cfcapcd." She then prjyed (or her 
hi.fbanrt, for 'her parents, for the locitty, the 
church, and the whole world. Fainting again, and 
coming to herfelf^ (he cried out, " Set, my Re- 
deemer ! See, my Redeemer ! See, how his blood 
flieams! I fee the Lamb iti gloiy! I fee the Lamb 
in gtoty. Fare ye well, God be with you. Fare 
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ye well." She then ceafed to fpeak» and w.ent to 

God. 

Monday to. I preached at >^£^nm, and found the 
people much alive to God. Tuefday ii, I rode 
over to Mr. M ■ 's. How gracious has God 
been (o this family? She, years ago, his younjgeft 
daughter, after (he had received a clear fenfc ofihe 
love of God, was brought to the gates of deaths and 
continues ftill jufl on the wing for eternity. His 
other daughter was fuddenly flruck lafl year, and 
after having wimeft a good confefTion, to all that 
were round about her, went to God in the full 
triumph of faith. Some months lince Mr. M^-^'s 
brother began to decline : and two or three weeks 
ago, full of unutterable peace and joy, went to htm, 
vhom his foul loved. 

Wcdnefday 12. In the evening I preached at 
Birr, I fcarce ever faw fo large| fo genteel, and fo 
ierious a congregation there before. The next even- 
ing, I reached Limerick, 

I fpent Friday and Saturday in Conference with 
our Preachers, and the next week fpake with each 
qi the members of the Society : many of whom, I 
now found, were rooted a;id grounded in love, and 
zealous of good works, 

Friday 21. I rode, through heavy rain to Shronili^ 
and to Corkc the next day. Sunday 23. At eight, 
the houle would not near contain the congregation. 
Yet I judged a fmall congregation with peace, pre- 
ferable to a large one witn noife and tumult. 

On Monday and Tuefday, I carefully examined 
the Society: put away thofe who did nofwalk ac« 
cording to the gofpel, and found about three hun» 
dred who flill ilrive to have a conference void of 
offence towaid God, and toward man« 

Tuefday 25. I preached in the market-place, at 
KinfaU* The next morning at eight I walked to 
the Fort. On the hill above it we found a large, 
deep hollow, capable of containing two or three 
thoufand people. On one fide of this, the foldiers 
foon cut a place with their fwoxds for me to Hand, 

whero 
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where I was (creened both from the wind and Tun^ 
while the congregation fat on th^ grafs before me* 
Many eminent (inners were prefent, particularly of 
the army. And I believe God gave them a loud 
call to repentance* 

In the evening I called (inners to repentance in 
the main ftreety Bandon* On Thurfday and Friday, 
the raintdrfrve us into the Maiket-houfe. Indeed 
I hardly remember tWo dry days tosother, fince 
I landed in Inland. Saturday 89, f returned to 
CorkCf and fpent a comfortable day, having a ftrong 
hope, that God Will lift up the hands that hang 
down. Monday 31. I rode to Cienmeil* A wide 
door was opened here a year ago. But one even- 
ing, jud after fermon was ended, the room in 
which the preaching had been, fell. Two or three 

f^erfons were hurt thereby : for which realbn^ 
could one defire a better?) the people of the 
town vowed^ That no Methodifl: Ihould ever 
more preach in CUmtutU 

Tuefday, Sept. 1. 1 preached at Wattrford. 
Only one poor man behaved amifs. His cafe is 
really to be pitied. Some ttmo Tince he had flrong 
defires to ferve God, and had broke 6if his out« 
ward fms, when Mr. », one of the Pr'ebcn- 

daries, told him, ^< He did very wrong to go after 
thofe fellows," and made him promife to hear 
them no more. He kept his word, and turned 
back, as a dog to his vomit, wallowing in fin, as 
he did before. But he does not go to the Metho* 
difU; fo all is well. He may go to the devil and 
welcome. 

Wcdnefday a. At eleven Mr. Wdfi began preach* 
ing in Irifh in the Market-houfe. It being market* 
day, the people flocked from all fides, many of 
them ferioufly attended. A few of the rabble curfed 
and fwore; but did not make any coniidcrable 
interfuption. 

At five 1 went into the Court-houfe, and began 
preaching. But the mob was fo numerous and 
noify that few could hear. Perceiving the noife 

D increaf^ 
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increafe more and rnQre, I walked through the 
tnidft of the mob to mf lodgings* They hollowed 
and (houtcd and curfed amain* Hitherto could 
they come, but no further* 

Thurfday, Sept. 1 4. (fo we muft call it now, 
feeipg the New Style now takr^ place) I rode 4o 
the Bog of Boirtey where a great- and effrAual door 
is opened. On Friday evening we lode oa to 
Coree^ and the next di,y io DnbUm* 

Sunday 1 7^ I made an end of Mt. F-^'j Effay on 
the Happincfs of tht Life to conu* I am glad ii is 
wrote in hmuk. Probably not many in Ireland 
will be at the pain« of reading it. He- is a lively, 
fenlible Writer. But I cannot believe hist Hypo- 
thelis, while I believe the. Bible* 

Monday i9. We had- our firft Watch-4iight in 
the New Houfe ; and it was a night that will not 
foon be forgotten. On Tuefday. I rode to Pdr* 
tarlington^ and the next day to Birr, through fo 
violent a {lorm, that my ftrength was utterly ex<- 
haufted, and how I (hould preach, I knew not. 
But God foon renewed my ftrength ; and on 
Thurfday 21, I arofe lively and well ; and in the 
afternoon, through continued rain^ came* very wet^ 
but not tired to Limerick* 

Saturday 23. We reached Corke, Sunday 24. In 
the evening I propofed to the Society, the building 
a Preaching-houfe. The next day ten perfonsfu^- 
fcribed an hundred pounds ; another hundred was 
fubfcribed in th,ree or four days, and a piece of 
ground taken. I faw a double providence now in 
our not failing lad week. If we had, probably 
this houfe had never been built : and it is mod 
likely, we ihould have' been cad away : above 
thirty fhips, we were informed, have been lodon 
thcfc coails in the late dorm, ^ 

Sunday, 061. i. We had in the morning at St. 
Paul's, a ftrong, clofc, pradlical fermon;' and 
anttlitr, at our own church in the afternoon, 
deli vexed in an earned| affe&ionate manner. We 

had 
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h^d a folcinn feafon, likewife at the Room : fo 
that this day waA a day of joy and thankfgiving. 

The wind being contrary Oill, on Monday 2. I 
rode once more to Bandvn, But though I c^me 
uocxpeded, the houfe v/as too fmall to ootitain 
one half of the congregaiion. So I preached in 
the flrcet both thi& evening, and at five on Tuef- 
ddy morning: the moon giving us as much light 
as we wanted till the fun fupplied her place. I 
then returned to Corke : on Friday 6, the (hip 
bcin.g under fail, yve took boat, and came to Cove 
in tne evening. All the Inns being full, we lodged 
at a privare hou(e« But we found one incon* 
venience herein* We had nothing to eat : for 
our provIBons were on board, and there was no- 
thing to be bought in town: neither flefh, nor 
fi(h, nor butter nor cheefe« At length we pro- 
cured foroe eggS| and bread, and were well con- 
tented. 

Sunday 8. VVe weie called early by the Pilor, 
and told we rnaLi rife and go on board* We did (b, 
and found a large number of paiTengers : but th6 
wind turningi mod of them went on fliore. At 
eleven I preached to thofe that were left* About 
Ikt it blew a (lorxn. But we were anchored in a 
fafe harbour, fo it neither hurt nor difturbed us. 

Monday 9. Finding there was no probabiliiy of 
failiug (boD, we went up to Mr. P* ■ .'x, near 
Pafage. I preached there in the Rreet about four, 
to mod of the inhabitants of the town* 1 hey be* 
haved very quietly; but ver^ few feemcd either 
convinced or afFcf^ed, 

Tuefday 10. We had another violent ftorm* It 

inadc Mr* F 's houfe rock 10 and fro, though 

it was a new, (Irong houfe, and covered on all (idea 
with hills as well as wiih trees. We afterwarda 
heard, that Ceveral (hips were lod on the coaft* 
Only one got into the harbour, buC grievoudy 
Ihatietcd, her rigging torn in picccB, and her main- 
mad gone by the board* 

D ■ Wcdnefday 
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Wednefday ii; I rode to Corke once more, and 
was very fully employed all the day. The next 
morning we returned to CovCi and about noon got 
out of the harbour* We immediately found the 
effefts of the late florm, the fea (lill boiling like a 
pot. The moon fat about eight, but the northern 
lights abundantly fupplied her place. Soon after 
God Smoothed the face of the deep, and gave us a 
fmall, fair wind* 

Friday 13. I read over PafcaVs Thoughts, "What 
could polTibly induce fuch a creature as Voltaire^ 
to give fuch an Author as this a good word? Un- 
lefft it was, that he once wrote a Satire? And To 
his being a Satirifi might atone, even for his being 
aChridian. 

Saturday 14, About feven, we failed info King" 
voad^ and happily concluded our little voyage. I 
now reflcd a week at Brijioi^'^d Kingsioood^ preach- 
ing only morning and evening, 

Siinday 22. Having heard grievous complaints 
of the Society in Kingswoody as if there were '* many 
diforderly walkers therein," I made a particular 
enquiry. And I found there was one member who 
drank too much in January or February laib. But I 
could not find one, who at this time lived in any 
outward fin whatever. When Ihall we be aware 
of the accufer of the brethren ? How long fliall we 
be ignorant of his devices ? AndfufFer himby thefe 
loofc, indeterminate accufations, to make our minds 
evil-afFe£led toward each other. 

Wedaefday 25. I rode to Wick^'2Lnd rejoiced over 
a people who have run well from the beginning. 
The perfon at whofe houfe I preached, was fup- 
poled to be at the point of death. But eafe or pain, 
life or death was welcome to her. • She defired 
indeed to depart, and to be with Chrift. But it 
was with perfcft refignation ; her will being 
fwallowed up in the will of him, whom her foul 
loved. 

Thurfday 26, The remains of Elizabeth Man^ 
being brought to the Room, I preached oni BUfcd 
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ure the dead which die in the Lord, How plain an 
indance is here of grace fo changing the heart^'as 
to have no trace of the ndCur^l leoiper ? I lemen^* 
ber her fretful, peevilh, murrduring, difcontented 
with every thing. • But for more than a year 
before ihe died, God laid the axe to the root of 
the tree. All her peeviflinefs and fretfulnefs were 
gone. She was always content, always thankful. 
She was not only in con(Unt prayer, and in all the 
ordinances of God, but abundant in praife and 
thankfgiving. Often her ibuL was fo blled with 
love And praife, that her body was quite over« 
powered. On Sunday morning, (he faid, ** I am 
Unick with death : her pains were violent all tho 
day. But they intetrupted not her prayer and 
praife, ^and exhortation to thofe about her, till 
about three in the morning, having finiftied her 
work, flie was fet at liberty. 

Sunday ag. Was an ufeful day to my foul. I 
found more than once trouble and heavinefs ; but 
I called upon the name of the Lord : and he gave 
me a clear, full approbation of his way, andacalm^ 
thankful acquieicence in his will. 

I cannot but (land amazed at the goodnefs of 
God. Others are moft alTaulted on the weak fide 
of their foul. But with me it is quite otherwife. 
if 1 have any (irength at all, (and i have none but 
what I received) it is in forgtving injuries* And 
on this very fide am I aHaulted, more frequently 
than on any other. Yet leave me not here one 
hour to myfelf : or I (hali betray myfelf and thee!

'Sunderland Collier, bound for Middleiorougk in 
September lad) met with a gale of wind, which 
wrecked her on the Baynard Sands^ off iho coaft 
t>f Ztatand, Here every foul periQied, fave him* 
felF, who was for three days and three nights^ 
i)oaring on a piece of the wreck, with' another 
man dead by his fide, in which time the pocMT 
hifFerer had loft his fenfes. At length he was taken 
up by the Dolphin- Packet; and efcaped fafe to land. 
He is now willing to return hearty thanks to GckJ,.

they do Quickiilver and Tar-water. 

Sunday 28w A folemn awe fpread over the whole 
eongregatiun, while 1 was explaini^ng at Wtfi-Jircet^ 
the parable of the ten virgins : more e(pecially 
tfaofe who knew they had not oil in thnr lamps, 

Saturday, Feb. 3. I vifued one in the Marjhalfea 
Sriibnjt a Qui£::ry. of all mannsr of wickedncis. O 
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llianie to maoi that there (hould be fuch a place, 
fuch a pifture of hell, upon earth ! And (hame to 
thofe who bear the name of Chrift, That there 
fhould need any prifon at all in Chriftendom ! 

Thurfday 8. A propof<il was made for devolving 
all temporal buHnefs, books and all, entirely on the 
Stewards : fo that I might have nO caie upon me 
(in London at lead) but that of the fouls committed 
to my charge. O when (hall it once be ! From tbU 
day ? In me Mora non trit vlla. 

In the afternoon, I vifued many of the (ick : 
but fuch fcenes, who could fee unmoved ? There 
are none fuch to be found in a Pagmn country. If 
any of the Indians in Georgia were tick, (which 
indeed exceeding rarely happened, till they iearued 
gluttony ahd drunken ne(s from the Chri (liana) 
thofe that were near him, gave him whatever he 
wanted. Oh, who will convert the Englijh into 
hone (I Heathens f 

On Friday and Saturday, I vifited as many more 
as I could, I found fome in their cells, under 
ground ; others in their garrets, half flarved, both 
with cold and hunger, added to weaknefs and pain. 
But I found not one of them unemployed, who 
was able to crawl about the room. So wickedly, 
dcvilifhly falfe is that ccmmon objrdion, *<Thcy 
are poor, only becaufe they are idle." If you faw 
thefe things with your own eyes, could you layout 
money in ornaments or fuperfluitiesP 

Sunday 1 1. '2 preathed at Hayts\ Here we have a 
fair inftance of overcoming.cvil with good. All 
but the gentry, of the panlh ;patiently hear the 
truth. Many approve ofy and fon^e experience it. 

Thurfday 15. I vifued Mr. H -■ ■, flowly re- 
covering from. a fevere illnefs. . He expreit much 
love, and <^did not doubt, he faid, inasmuch 
as I meant well, but that God would convince roe 
of my great fin, in writing bijoksj feeing men- 
ought to read no book but the Bible." I judged 
it quite needlefs to enter into a difpute, with a 
2>ea*Captain| twenty-five yeais old,

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Thi$ day Mr. Stuart was rcleafed. For two or 
(hree years he had been inftant injiafon^ out of 
foufon^ doing the work of an Evangelijf, and niaking 
full proof of his minijiry. Three or four weeks ho 
fell ill of a ftv^t^ and was for a while in heavinefs 
of foul. Lad week all his doubts and fears 
vanifhed, and as he grew weaker in foody, he 
grew flronj|;er in faith. This morning he expreft 
an Hope fuU of immortality ^ and in the afternoon^ 
went 10 God. 

Saturday i7« From Mr. Franklin's letters Ilearned; 
!• That Ele£lricaL fire, (or Ether) is a fpecies of

That at 
long as it is thus difFufed, it has no difcernible 
effecl. 4» That if any quantity of it be collected 
together, whether by art or nature, it then becomes 
vifible in the form of fire, and inexpreffibly pow- 
erful. 5» That it is eifentially different from tho 
light of the fun ; for it pervades a thoufand bodies, 
which light cannot penetrate, and yet cannot 
penetrate glafs, which light pervades fo freely* 
6. That li]^htning is no other than eleftrical firo -^ 
collefled by one or more clouds.

Monday 26. I fct outinth« Machine for Briftol} 
and on Tueiday evening preached at Bath, 

Wednefday 28* We rode lo Brifiol. I now looked 
over Mr. Prince's Chriftian Hiftory. AVhat an 
amazing difference is there^ in the manner M^here- 
in God has carried on his woik in Engimnd 9nd 
in Amsricaf There, above an hundred of hhe 
cftabliflicd clergy, men of age and experience, 
and of the greateft note- for fen fe and learning 
in thofe paits, are zealoufly engaged in the work, 
HerCf altnoft the whole body of the aged, ex- 
perienced, learned clergy, are zealoufly engaged 
againft it: and few, but a handful of ra«^, youTi<^ 
men engaged in it, without name, learning, or 
eminent ^(el And yet by that large nu.rxibbr of 
honourable men, the wcnk'feldom flourifbed above 
fix months at b time, and theo followed a lament- 
able and general decay, before the next revival 
of it: whereas that which God hath wrought by 
ftheie tdefpifed inilruments, has continually jn- 
creafed for fifteen /sars together : and at what* 
ever time it has declined ia any one place, has 
more eminently flouriflied in ohers. 

Monday, March 5. I called on Mr. FttrU^ and 
£iw a plain confutation of that vulgar error, that 
confumptions are not catchifig. iie caught the 
cornfumption from his fon^ whereby he ibon fol- 
lowed nim to the grave. 

. Wednefday 14. I preached at Frome^ a dry, bar- 
ren, uncomfortable place. The congregation at 
Shajtjbtcry in the evening were of a more excellent 
fpirit. 

Thurfday 15. I met the Stewards of the neigh* 
bouring Societies at Bearfieldf and was much 
refrefhed among them. 

Friday i6. I returned to 3rt^0/. And, on 

Monday 19. Set out with my wife for the North. 
I preached in the evening at WaUhridge near 
Stfwtds the houfe being too fmallf many ftood 

without : 
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wilKixut: but -hctther before nor ilfter preaching, 
(much lefs \vhile I was fpbaking) did T hear the 
(ound df any voice : no, nor of any foot ; in fo 
deep a iileocc did they both come, hear, and go 
awdiy. 

Tiicfday 2o. I preached in the Town*haII at 
£u^/ham» . At the upper end of the room, a larg^ 
body of people were (lill and attentive.. Mean* 
UrnC' at the lover end, many were walking to and 
fro, laughing and talking^ as if they had been in 
JVcftminlier* Abbey. 

Wedncfday st» After dinner, abundance of rab- 
ble gathered near the T6wn*hatl, having procured 
an engine, which they exercifed on all that came 
in their way. So I gave them the ground, and 
preached at our own room in great quietnefs. 

Thurkiay ^a. I rode \o Birmingham* A few poor 
wretches, I fodnd, had occafioned frefh difhirbance 
here, Th^ichM'vnh Sarah B — ***i:-, with which 
I talked at large. 

Saturday '24. Stie faid, '< I am in heiiven, in the 
fpirit.* fiat I can fpeak in the flefli. I am not that 
which appears, but that which difappears. I always 
pray, and yet I never pray. For what can I pray 
tor ? 1. have seIU" I alked, ••^ Do not you pray for 
ftnners?".; She Caid, No, '* I know no (tnners, but 
one. I know but two in the world. God i^ one^ 
and the devil' is the other." I afked, << Did noc 
Adam, fin of old ? And do not adulterers* and 
murderers (in now." She replied, ** No, Adam 
n^ver (Itined. And no man (ins now. It is only 
the devil." " And will no man ever be damned ?•* 
«• No man ever will." «« Nor the devil?" «♦ I am 
not fute, but I bdtevc not." <• Do you receive the 
facrameot?" «*Nd; I dan?ot warn it." Is the word 
of God your rule P «• Yes ; Ihe^ word made flclh : 
but not the letter. I am in the fplrit." 

Sunday 85. Upon enquiry, I found- tbefe -wild. 
Eatbiifiafts were dx in all, four men and two 
woraefu They ' had firft run into the height ol 

Antioomsanifm^ 
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Antinomianifm, and then were given up to the 
fpirit of pride and blafpheniy. 

We reached Bilbrook in the evening, and a little 
before fix, on Monday 26, PooU^ near Nrnttwich. 
1 was pretty much tired, but foon recovered my 
llrengthy and explained to a ferious people, / <ff- 
termined not to knom any thing but Jfefus Chrifh^ and 
him crucified* ; 

Tuefday 27. Wq rode to CA«^^r, where we found 
the fcene quite .changed, (ince I was here before* 
There is now no talk of pulling down houfes« 
The prefenC> Mayor, being a man of courage as 
well as honelly, will fuffer no riot of any kind, 
fo that there is peace through all the city, 

Wednefday 28. The houfe -was full of ferions 
hearers at five. . .In the evening foitie gay young 
men made a little diflurbance ; and a.large mob was 
gathered about the door, fidt in a ihort time, they 
difperfed of themfelves. >. However we thought 
it befl to acquaint the Mayor with what had pad: 
on which ne ordered the city Crier, to go down 
the next evening and proclaim, that all riors 
fhould be feverely puniihed. And promifed, if 
need were, to come down himfelf, and read the 
A 61 of Parliament, But it needed not, . After his 
mind was known, none was fo hardy as to make a 
diHurbance. 

I did not exped the Mob at Nanttoich^ (whither 
I was now much preft to go) would be fo quiet as 
that at Chcfttf, We were faluted with curfes and 
hard names, as foon as we entered the town. But 
from the time \ alighted from my horfe, I heard no 
one g].ve us an ill word* * And I had as quiet and 
attentive an audiepoe, as we ufe to have at Brijiol^ 
..while I exhorted the mckid to Jotfakt his tMty^ tmd 
the ufrightcous man his thoughts, 

Saturday 31 • I preached at Boothiank^ where I met 
Mr. C— ^— , (late) Gardener to the Earl of f^— • 
Surely it cannot be ! Is it poflible, the Earl (hould 
furn o£F, an honeft|. diligent, well»tried fervant, 

who 
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vrho Had btea in the family above fifty years, for 
no other fault than «• hearing the McthodiAs!" 

In the evening 1 preached at Manchefier^ and or 
Monday, Apiii 2, at Davy-holme. Here I found 
(what I had never heard of in England)^ wholo 
clan of InBdel Peafants. A neighbouring aic- 
houfekeeper drinks, and laughs, and argues into 
Deifm, all the ploughmen and dairy-me^n he can 
light on. fiut no mob hfcs again (I him. And 
reafon good. Satan is not divided again (I himfelf, 
Wednefday 4. I made an end of examining (he 
Society at Manchffier^ among whbm wcrefcvcntecn 
of the Dragoons. It is remarkable, th«it thefe were 
in the fame regiment with J^hn Haime in Flanders. 
But they utterly defpifed both him and his roader, 
till they removed to Manckefter. liere it was, 
that one and another, dropt in, he f'carce knew 
why, to hear the preaching. And they now are a 
pattern of all ferioufnefs, zeal, and all holy con- 
verfation. 

Xhurfday 5. I rode to B$U0n^ and found rlie 
Society jufl double to what it was, when I was 
here Jaft. And they incr^afed in grace, no lefs 
than in number, walking clofely with Gocl. 
lovingly and circumfpefkly with one another, and 
vifely toward thofe that are without. 

Saturday 7. I rode to ChijbpiKg* Sunday 8. As 
foon as we came into the iUe of the church from 
the veQry, a man (fuice dead) thruft himfelf 
between Mr. Milner and me, and faid, "You 
ihall not go into the pulpit." « 1 )uld him, 
I am only going into the defk." l^tt faid^ " But 
vou (hall not go there neither" aod pu(hcd me 
back by main ftrrn£th. Eight or icn noily mm 
joined with him quickly, and4ietthemlelvesin |>atile 
array. Fearing fome might tdike fire on the other 
fide, i defired Mr. Milner^ to begin the fervice. 
After prayers for he had no fermon with hiTi) 
^reat pare of the congregation followed us to the 
Vicarage. They came thither again after the 

li evening 
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evening fervice. And God made tliena large 
amends for their little difappointment in the 
morning. 

Monday 9. Mr. Milner rode with us to Kendal, 
I preached there in a large convenient room; (the 
weather not allowing me tp preach abroad) whcie 
Mr. Ingham's Socieiy ufed to meet. I was a little 
difguded at their manner of coming in and litting^ 
<lovvn, without any pretence to any previous 
prayer or ejaculation ; as well as at their (itting 
during the hymn, which indeed not one (though 
they knew the tune) fung with' me. But it was 
far otherwife after fermon : for God fpake in his 
word. At the fecond hymn every perfon flood 
up, and mod of them fang very audibly. And the 
greateft part of the Society followed i^s to our Inn, 
Nor did they leave us b'll wc went to reft. 

Tuefday 10. We break faded at AmhlefiiU^ where 
our landlord appeared quite open to convi6lion. 
We fpoke plainly to . him, prayed with, and left 
him full of de(ire and thankfulnefs. Soon after 
we loft our way, in a x'chement ftiower of fnow, 
but recovered it in about an hour, and got over 
the mountains fafe. The woman of the houfe 
where we dined, feemed to be one that feared God 
greatly. Yet when I fpake of being faved by faith^ 
fhe appeared to be utterly adoni(hed. About fix, 
after feveral heavy Qiowers, we came, moderately 
weary, to Whitihaven, 

' Wednefday 11. Upon examining the Society I 
found that the love of many was waxed cold. 
Neverthelefs I found a confiderable number, 
v/ho appcfired to be growing in grace. But 
furely here, above any other place in England^ 
God hath chofen the paor of this zuorld* In com- 
parifon of ihefe, the Society at Newcaftle arc a 
rich and elegant people. It is enough, that they 
are rich in Jaith, and in the labour of love. 

Saturday $4. As we rode to Clifton, John Homp- 

fon and I could not but obferve a little circunn* 

^ance. A black hail-cloud was diivcn full upon 

by a ftrong North-ealt wind; till being ju ft 

^ over 
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ever us, U parted afunder, ahd fell on the> right 
and left, leaving us untouched. W>c obfcrved it 
the more, becaufe tlircc fcvcral ftorms, one after 
another, went by in the fame manner. 

Sdnday 15. I preached in the afternoon at 
Cockermouthy to well nigh all the inhabitants of 
the town. Intending to go from thence rnio 
Scotland^ I enquired concerning the road, and was 
informed, 1 could not pafs the avm of the fcd, 
which parts the two kingdoms, unlcfs I was at 
Bonus, about thirty miles from Cocker mouthy foon 
after five in the morning. At. firft I thought of 
taking an hour or two's fleep, and fctiing out at 
eleven or twelve. But upon farther confide- 
ration, we chofe to take our journey firfl, and 
1^^ afterward. So we look horfe about fcven, 
and having a calm mo.onflbiny night, reached 
Bonas before one. After two or three hours 
ikep, we fet out again, without any faintnefs or 
drowfinefs* 

Our landlord, as he was guiding us over the 
fands, very innocently aflccd, " How much a year 
we got by preaching thus?" This gave mean 
opportunity of explaining to him th it kind of 
gain, which he Icemcd utterly a flranger to. 
He appeared to be quite amazed, and fpake not 
one word, good or bad, till he took his leave, 

Prefently after he went, my mare Quck faft in 
a quagmire, which was in the midfl of the high 
road. But we could well excufe this. For the 
road all along, for near fifty miles after, was fuch 
a» I never faw any natural road, either in England 
or Ireland: riay, far better, notwithdanding the 
continued rain, than the turnpike-road between 
London and Bath, 

We dined at Dumfries^ a clean well built town, 
having twa of the xnoft elegant churches (one at 
each end of the town) that I have feen. Wc' 
reached Thcrny-hiU in theevening. What miferable 
accounts pafs current in England^- of the Inns in 
Scotland? Yet here, as well as wherever we called 
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In our wkole journey, we, had not oi>ly every 
thing we wanted, biK every thing readily and in 
^ood order, and as clean as I ever defire. 

Tucfday 17. We fcl out about four, and rode 
over (everal high, but extremely pleafant moun- 
tdins, ;o LtadkiU^ a village of Miners, refembliftg 
Placsy, near NtwcaJiU, We dined at a village 
cjilltd Lijmaha^vy^ and about eight in the cvenii^g 
reached GLifgout. A gentlemdn who had over* 
talLcn us. on the road, lent one with us to Mr. 
Gi'U's houfe. 

Wcdncfday i8-. I walked over ihe city, which 
I take to be as large as Corhtf or Newcaftle upon 
Tync. The Univcrfity (like ihat of I>ublin) is 
i.niy one College, confifimg of two fmall Sejtiarcs: 
] think not larger, nor at all handfomer, than thofe 
*jf Lincoln College in Oxford, The habit of the 
Stuoents gave me furprile. They wear fcarlet 
gowns, reaching only 10 their knees. Moft I faw 
%verc very dirty : fome very ragged, and all of 
very coarfe aloth. The high church is a fine 
building. Ihe oulfide is equal to that of moH 
Cathedrals in England. But it is miferably defaced 
within, having no form, beauty, or fymmetfy 

Icfr. 

At feven in the evening, Mr. G* began the 
fervice at his own (the College) church. It was fo 
full before I came, that 1 could not get in, with- 
out a good deal of difBculty. After finging and 
prayer, he explained a part of the Catccnifm, 
which he flrongly and affedionately applied. 
AEter fermon he prayed and fung again, and 4:0a- 
eluded with the bleiCng. 

He then gave out, one after anotheri four 
liymns, which about a dozen young men fung« 
lie had before defired tliofe who were fo minded, 
to go away : but fcarce any ftirred till all was 
ended. 

Thurfday 19% At feven I preached about a 

quarter of, a mile from the town. But it was an 

'"-mely rough and bkiftring morning. And 

* few 
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(ew peaplb came either at (he time or place of my 
preaching: the natural confequence of vrhich 
Wm, that I had but, a fmall congregation. About 
four iQ the afternoon, a Tent, as they term it, 
was prepared, a kind of moving pulpit, covered 
with canvas at the top, behind, and on the fides* 
In this I preached near ihe place where I wa^ 
in the morning, to near (ix times as many peopJe 
as before. And I am perfuaded what was (poken 
Came to fome of their hearts, not in word only, 
but in power. 

Friday ao. I had defigned to preach at the /ame 
place. But the rain ^made it impraflicable. So 
Mr. G. defired me to preach in his church, where 
I began between re:ven and eight. Surely with 
God nothing is impofTible ! Who would have 
believed five and twenty years ago, eithftr that the 
miniftdr would have deGicd ir, or that I (hould 
have confented, to preach in a Scotch Kirk, 

We had a far larger congregation at four in the 
afternoon, than the church could have contained. 
At feven Mr. C. preached another plain, home, 
afFe£lionate fermon. Has not God dill a favour 
for this city ? It was long eminent for ierious 
religion. And He is able to repair what is now 
decayed, 'and to build up the wade places. 

Saturday 21. I had defigned to ride to Edinburgh^ 
but at the defire of many, I deferred my journey. 
till Monday. Here was now an open and effeo-' 
tual door. And not many adverfarics ; I could 
hear of none but a poor Scceder, who went up and 
down, and took much pains. But he did not fee 
much fruit of his labour: the people would come 
and hear for themfelves; both in the morning, 
when I explained, (without touchini^ the con- 
trove rfv) Who Jhall lay any thing to ihe. char-ie of 
God's Elfcl? and in ihe afternoon when 1 cnloittd 
Seek ye the Lord while he may he Jounii* 

Su'nday*28. It rained much, Nevrnholcfs, up- 
wards (I fuppofc) of a thoufand people /Uyed with 
all williDgnefs, while I explained and applied^ 
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This is Kfe eternal^ to know Thte^ the only true Goi 
Und Jtfas Chriji' whom he hathfcnt, 1 was dcfired 
to ptcach aficrwards at the rrifon^* which I did 
about nine o'elock. All the felons as well as 
debtors behaved with fuch reverence as 1 never 
fiwat any piifon in £ngUnd. It may be fome^ 
even oFihefe finncrs will occafion jty in heaven. 

The behaviour of the people at church botb 
morning and afternoon, was beyond any thing 
)«ever (aw, but in our congregations. N<one bowed 
or curtfied to each other, either before or after tho 
ibrvtce : from the begin^nihg'to the end of which, 
none tilkedj or looked at any but the minifter*. 
Surely mueh of the power of godlinefs was^herei 
when there is (b much of. the form ftilL 

The meadow where I< flood in the afternoog^. 
was filled* from fide to fide. 1 fpoke as clofely as- 
ever in my life. Many of the Students, and many 
of the Soldiers were there. And 1 bear them, 
witnefs, they could bear fou7>d,do6brine. 

Monday &2^ L had a great ^de fire to go round by 
Kxlfytht^ in order to fee that venerable man, Mr, 
Robc^ who was every day expeding (whai his foul' 
longed for) to depart and to he toifh Chrijtm Brut the 
continued rains had made it impraflicable for us, to> 
add fo many mnles to our day's journey. So wo 
lode on ftrait, by the Kirk of Shots- j reached jE^i'it- 
^rg^>by live in the-afternooa ; lodged at Tr^nent^ 
atid on Tueuiay 24, came to Berwick in good time. 
1 preaehed on the Bowltng-Green at fix. The 
wind^ was extremely fharp, and we had feveral 
fhowers, while L was fpeakiqg^ But I. beiievo- 
karce five per fons went away^ 

Wednefday 25. We came to Ahwichi on the day 
whereon thofe who have gone through their ap« 
prenlicefhip are mrade free of the Corporation. Six«> 
icen or fcvenlccn we were informed| were to re- 
ceive their freedom this day: and in order thereto 
(fuch is the unparalellcd wifdom* of' the prefent 
Curpoiation, as well a%- their forefathers! to walk 
ihiuugh a great bog^ purgofely. pceferved for tho 
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cccafion ; othcrwife it might have been drained 
long ago) which takes up fome of them to thft 
neck, and many of them to the bread. 

Thurfday «6. I fpoke feverally to thofe of ifio- 
Society, and found they had been hara(i above 
sneafure, by a few violent Prededinarians, who 
bad at length feparated themfelves- from. us. It 
vas well they laved me the t rouble ; for I can 
have no connexion with thofsr whowill be con- 
tentious* Thcfe I reje^,. not for their opinion, 
but for their fin ; for their unchrilUan. temper and 
unchridian prafiLice ; for being haters of reproof, 
haters of peace^ hatersi of their brethren, and con- 
fequentVy, of God. 

Saturday stB. I returned, to NcwcaftU. Sunday 8^« 
I preached in Sunderland^ at eight and at twelve* 
As we were riding back, the wind was exceeding 
high. But as we entered Nezocaftk^ a (bower 
began, which laid the wind, and then gave place 
to clear funOiine. I was extremely weary when 
we came ^in, having, preached four times on 
Saturday, But my drength foon returned, fo that 
the whole congregatioa near the K^elmen's Hof^- 
pital, could didinfUy hear the entire fermon* And 
great was the Lord in the midd of us. 

Thuriday May 3^ I preached at G^eJJuad^ to 
many more ihan the houfe would contain. The 
Society here was encreafed whe'n I met them lad, 
Irom nine or ten to (ixjty Members. They are 
now double the aumber, and I trud will e*ef long 
overtake their brethren in Kirtgswood, 

Friday 4. We had the fird General Quarterly 
Meeting of all the Stewards round NcwcaJUe^ in 
order throughly to- under dand both the fpiritual 
and temporal h^x^ of every Society. 

Monday 7. After preaching in Durham at noon, 
I rode on to Stockton^ and took my ufual dand in 
the I^tgh-dreet, about fix in the evening. 

Tucfday 8, I rodd to Robin hood's Bay, near 
jyhitby. The town is very remackably fituated : 
it dands clofc tathe Seaj^and is in great part built 
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6ti craggy and ftfccp rocks, fatoe of which rife' 
perpendicular from tht Vatcr, And yet the land 
both on the North, South, arrd Weft, is fruitful, 
SiAd well cuUivated, ' I flood on a Iittl« ridn? 
near the Key, in a warm, ftill evening, and ex- 
horted a multitude of people from all parts. Td 
Jeek the Lord, whiU he may he found* They wer6 
all attention, and mod of them met me again at 
half an hout after four in the morning, I coultl 
glad!y have fpent fome days here. But my flfiges 
were fixed. So on Wcdnefday ^. I rode on t6 
York. 

We had a rough falute, as I went to preafch, 
ftom a company of poor creatures in the way. 
But they were tolerable quiet during the preach- 
ing. The grcateft inconvenience arofe from this, 
number of people: by rcafon of which the room 
(though unufually high) felt as hot as an oven. 

Friday ii. 1 rode over to Rufforth^ and preached 
at one to an carneft congregation. A young msfn, 
remirkable ferious and well behaved, and re- 
joicing in his firft love, who fet out but a fetv 
miriutes before me, wa^s thrown by his horfe, afiA 
(as if is termedji broke his neck. Jufl at the in- 
hant, a per(on going by, who underltood thft cafei^ 
took hold of him, and pulled it. into its place, O 
mydeiy of providence! Why did not this maVi 
die, when he was full of humble, holy love? 
Why did he live, to turn from the holy command" 
fn6nt which was then written in his heart ? 

Saturday f 2. I obferved a remarkable change in 
the bcliaviour of almoft all I met. Th^ very 
rabble were grown civil, fcarce any onc^ ncrw 
fpeaking a rude or an angry word. 

Sunday 13. I began preacliing at fevcn, and God 
applied it to the hearts of the hearers. Tears an<J 
^roans were on every fide among high and low, 
(iod as it were, bowed tlvs heavens and came 
down. The flame of loVc went before h'rm, the 
rocks were broken in pieces, and the miijintains 
llov/ed down 9t his prcfcncc. -v • V 
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I had defigried to fet out for Lincolnjkiri this 
morning. But finding that ai day of God's power 
was come, I fent one thither in my place, and after 
preaching (as I had appointed) at Sean/or d'^ bridge 
and at PockUngton^ returned to York in the even< 
ing. Let us work together with Him, when and 
where, and as he pleafes ! 

Every night while I (laid, many of the rich and 
honourable crowded in among us* And is not 
God abUt even of theft fiones to raijt up children t§ 
Abraham ? 

Thurfday 19. I preackcd at Pockiington agaiVf 
and rode on to Whitgijft Ferry. It rained a great 
part of the way, and juft as we got upon the 
water, a furious (hower began, which continued 
above half an hour, while we were ftriving to 
get John Haime*! horfe into the boat. But we 
were forced after all to leave him behiad* We 
fet out from Whitgift foon after four. But the 
violent rain which attended us till after feven, 
made the road fo dirty and flippery, that our 
horfes could very hardly keep their feet: fo that 
it was nine before we reached Epwottk* 

Sunday ao. We had, as ufual^ moft of the., 
inhabitants of the town at the Cro& in th^ 
afternoon* I called afterwards on Mr. - 
atnd his wife, a venerable pair, calmlv haflening 
into eternity. If thofe in paradiCs Know what 
piQtes on earth, I doubt not but my father is 
rejoicing and praifing Cod, who has in his own 
manner and time accompUIhed, what he had fo 
often aaempted in vain, **i>^i- 

Monday 21. I rode to Sykehou/e^ and preac1»^{ff 
about noon, and then went on for Leeds. '*t^'il:\ 
the afternoon we called at an houfe where «' .: 
company of rough, butcherly men, exceeding 
drunk, were curfing and fwearing at an unufual * 
rate, I fpoke to them, in fpite of German pru» 
dence, and they were not only patient, bul C3i- 
cceding ihankfuU

tuefdayea. Moft of our Preachers met, and 
converfcd freely together :. as we did, morning 
and afternoon, to the end of the week ; when 
our Conference ended with the fame blcffing as 
it began. God giving us all to be not only of 
one heart, but of one judgment. 

'I'his week I read over Mr, Rimias*s Candii 
I^arrativt. It informed me of nothing new. I 
ilill think feveral of the inoonfiderable Members 
of that community are upright. But I fear then' 
Governors wax toorft and loorfc^ having their con* 
^titnct ftartd as witn an hot iron* 

Sunday 27. I was afraid m^my of the congre* 
gation at Birjtal would not be able to hear* But 
my fear was needlefs* For my voice was Co- 
ftrengthe'ned, that even thofc who fat la yohn 
NdJorCs windows, an hundred yards off, could 
(as they afterwards told me) diftidftly hear every, 
word. 

Tuefday 29* I preached at Kkghky^ were the 
loving fpirit, and exemplary behaviour of one 
young man, ha^ been a means of convincing almoib 
all the town— -except thofe of his own houfehold« 

Wednefday 30. I rode to Haworthy where Mr. 
GrimjkatD read prayers, and I preached to a 
crowded congregation. But having preached ten 
or eleven times in three days, beudes meeting 
the Societies, my voice began to fail. Not that 
1 was hoarle at all : but I had not flrength to 
fpeak. However, it was reftored at Htpton/tall 
in the afternoon, fo that the whole eongregalion 
could hear. When (hall we learn, to take 
thought only for the prcfent hour? Is it not 
enough, that God gives help when we want it? 

Thurfday 3.1. I rode through a delightful vale to 
General' JVood, near Todmorden, The Urn was burn- 
ing hot ; but they fct up a little tent for me, 
resembling that I had at Glafgoto^ The people 
flood or fat on the grafs round about. The after- 
noon was the hotted 1 ever remember in England .• 
fo that by the time we came to Bolton^ I was Rt 
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for nothing but to lie down. However in the 
evening my (Ircngih was renewed, and we rejoiced 
together in God our Saviour. 

Saturday, June 2. Hardly knowing how to give 
credit, to an odd (lory which I had beard, ThaP 
one of our Preachers was accuftomed to preach 
in his deep, I enquired more particularly con* 
cerning it, and received the following account. 
" On Friday, May 25, about one in the morning, ■ 
being then faft afleep, he began to fpeak. There 
were prefent in two or three minutes William^ 
Mary, AmelU Skent^ John Haimt, John Hampfon^ 
JoJ, Jonts^ Thomas Mitchell^ and Ann Foghill, 

He firft exhorted the congregation. To Jmg mth 
the fpirit and the under/landing alfo^ and gave them 
directions how to do it. He then gave out that 
hymn, line by line, 

** Come, Holy Spirit, heavenly Dove, 
With all thy quickning powers," 

pitching the tune, and tinging it to the end. He 
added an exhortation. To take heed how they heard^ 
*^ Then he named his text, t John v. 19. We knoztf^ 
that we are of God^ and the whole world lieth in 
wickednejs. He divided his difcourfe into (ix 
parts, undertaking to (hew, 1. That all true be- 
lievers are of God : 2, That they know they are of 
God: 5, That the world lieth in wickedne/s, 4. That 
every individual who is of the world, is in this 
condition. 5* The dreadful end of fuch. He, 6. 
clofed with an exhortation to thofe who were of 
Gody and thofe who were of the world, 

" After he had gone-through two or three heads, 
he broke off, and began to fpeak to a Clergyman, 
who came in and interrupted him. He difputed 
with him for fome time, leaving him fpace to 
propofe his obje^ions, and then anfwering them 
one by one. Afterwards he defircd the congre- 
gation, now the didurher was gone, to relArn 
thanks to God, and fo gave out and fung,. 
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<< Praife God Trcm whom purebleffings flow.'* 

« When he had done preaching he defircd tV.e 
Socieiy to meet: to whom he fit (I gave out ah 
ftymn, as bcfoie, and then exhorted them lo love 
one another, i. Becaufe* they had one Creator, 
Prcfcrvcr apd Father, a. Becaufe they had all one 
Redeemer, 3. Becaufe they had all one San^ifier. 
4, Becaufe they were walking in one way of 
hoHnefs, and 5.- Becaufe they were all going to 
one heaven. 

'* Having fung a parting veife, he faid^ (as 
(haking each by the hand, '^ Good night, brother; 
good night, fiftcr. This laRed till about a quarter 
after two, he being fad afleep all the time. In the 
morning he knew nothing of all this, having, 
as he apprehended, (lept fiom night to morning, 
without dreatning at all." By what principles of 
phiiofopby can we account for this? 

Monday 4. I lodc from Manchefter to Chdnurton 
in the'Peakf where I preached in a little meadow, 
and reached Sheffield in the evening. 

Tuefday 5. 1 rode over to Jonathan Booth* s at 
Woodfcts^ whofe daughter had been ill in a very 
uncommon manner. The account her parents 
gave of it was as follows. 

About the middle of December, 1752, Elizabeth 
^ooM, junior, near ten years old, b?gan to complain 
of a pain in her breafl, which continued three 
days: on the fourth day, in a moment, without 
any provocation to b^ in a vehement rage, re* 
.viling her mother, 4»nd throwing at the maid 
what came next to hand. The fit continued near 
an hour. Then in an inflant (he was quite calm. 
The next morning (he fell into a Bt of another 
kind, being flretched out, and (lifF as a dead 
carcafe. Thus fiie lay about an hour. In the 
afternoon ihe was (uddenly feized with violcsit 
involuntary laughter: and fhe had fome or other 
of ^efe fi*s feveral tunes a day, for about a month. 
In the in^rvals of them (he was in great heavinefs 
/J of 
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of (bul, intl continu;iUy crying for mercy : till one 
Saturday, as (he lay ftrctched out on the bed, 
ihe broke out, " 1 know that my Redeemer 
liveth.*' Her .faith and love increafed from, 
that time: but fo did the violence of her fits alfo. 
And often while fhe was rejoicing and praifing 
God, fhe would cry out, O^ Lord ! and lonng her 
fenfea at once, lie as dead, or laugh violently^ 
or rave and blafpheme." 

^* In the middle of February (he grew more 
outrageous than ever.' She frequently flrove to 
throw herfelf into the fire, or out of the window* 
Often fhe attempted to .tear the Bible, curfing it 
in the bittered manner* And many times fhe 
Uttered oaths and blafphemies, too horrid to be 
repeated* Next to the Bible, her ^reatefl rage 
was againft the Methodifls, Mr. IV» in particular* 
She frequently told us where he was, and what 
he was then doing: adding, ** He will be here 
fbon :" and at another time, *^ Now he is galloping 
down the lane, and two men with him." In the 
intervals of her fits fhe was unufually iiupid and 
moped, as if void of common underfUnding z 
and fometimes broke out into vehement prayer, 
to the amazement of all that heard. 

*' Sometimes (he would flrip herfelf flark naked, 
and run up and down the houfe, fcreaming and 
crying, ** Save' me, fave me. He will tear me in 
pieces." At other times fhe cried out, *< He is 
tearing off my breads ; he is pouring nulted lead 
down my throat* Now I fuffer what the Martyrs 
fufFered. But I have not the Martyrs fdith." ^ 

*< She frequently fpoke as if fhe was another 

perfon, faying to her father, ** This gul is not 

thine, but mine. I have got pofTeflion of her, 

and I will keep her: with many expreflions of 

'the fame Itind." 

*^ (« She often feemed to be in a trance, and faid 
fhe f<AW many vifions: fometimes of heaves or 
bell, or judgment : fometimes of things which' fhe 
faid would fhortiy come to pafs*" ^ 
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«In the beginning of March, Mrs. C. came 
over from Rothcrkam^*' who herfelf gave tnc the 
foljowing account, ^' Soon after I catne in, flie 
fell into a raging (ir, blafpheming and cuifing her 
father and me. She added, ^ It was I that made 
Green's horfc fo bad the oiher day :" (which had 
been taken ill in a mod unaccountable manner, 
as foon as he was pu) into the flable) i did it that 
thou mighted have the preaching no more, and I 
had almod perfbaded thee to it. It was I that 
made thee bad la(l night*" I was then taken in* 
an unufual way. All the time (he fpoke (he was 
violently convulfed, and appeared to be in flrong 
agony. After about a quarter of an hour, fhe 
brake out into prayer, and then came to herfelf, 
only ttill dull and heavy/* 

yohn Thorpe of Rotherham^ had often a delire to 
pray for her in the congreeation* But he was as 
often hindered, by a ftrong and fudden imprefTion 
on his mind, that (he was dead. When he came 
to Wood/eis^ and began to mention what a de(ire 
he had had, the girl being then in a raging fit, 
cried out, *« 1 have made a fool of Tkorpe^ and 
burfl out into a loud laughter." 

" In the beginning of May all thefe fymptoms 
ceafed. And (he continues in health both of foul 
and body," 

Wednefday 6. It being fultry hot, I preached 
under a fhady tree at Barley kall^ and in an open 
place at Rotherham in the evening: on Friday 8. 
we reached Nettingham, Mr. S. met us here, and 
gave us A pleafing account of his cong4egation at 
S* , continually increafing, and growing more 

earneft and more fcandalous every day. At Not' 
tingham alfo God is greatly reviving his work» 
and pouting water upon the dry ground. 

In the afternoon I rode to Markfield^ where I 
carefully read^ovcr Mr. Stinftra's Traft upon 
Fanatictfin, He is doubtlefs a well-meaning man, 
buX deeply ignorant of the fubjefi: he treats of» 
And his arguments are of no force at all ; for they 
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prave abundantly too much. They utterly over- 
throw man-y ot the grand argumienfs for chrif- 
tianity : and every man may on thofe principles 
prove the Apbflies to have been fanaticks to » 
man. 

June lo. Being Whilfunday, the church con- 
tained ihe congregation tolerably well. After 
dinner, a Gentleman who came from Leiccfter, 
eight miles off, invited me thither. About eight 
1 preached there, in a place near the walls, called 
the Butt Clofe* The people came running to* 
geiher from all parts, high and low, rich and poor. 
And their behaviour lurpriled mc. : they were 
fo ferious and atieniive, not one offering any 
interruption, 

Monday it. We rode to JVoodbu^n* Tuefday t?. 
promifed to be an exceeding hot day. Hut tiie 
clouds rofe as fodn as we fei out, and continued 
till we were near Market'Strtet, J he iun w as- 
then burning hot, fo that how my fellow-traveller* 
would get forvs'ard, 1 knew not. But God knew. 
As fpon as we (^t out, a cloud arofe, and covered 
us again. The wind then camp abwit, and blew 
in our faces: fo that we had a tolerable cool ride 
to London. 

I found the town much alarmed with Mr» 
Rimus*s Narrative, and Mr, Whiteficld's Lttttrs to 
Count Z, It feems indeed that (lod is haliening 
to bring to light thole hidden works of darknefs. 
And undoubtedly none who reads thofe Trafts, 
with any degree of impartiality, will ever more 
(unlefs he be himfeU under a flrong delufion) 
go near the tents of thofe wicked men, 

Tuefday 19. Mr. M^h (hewed me the letter* 

he had lately received from the Count, Coff'art^ 
P. Behler, and James Mutton, I was amazed. 
Kiiher furious anger, or fettled contempt breathed 
in every one of theni. Were they afhamed after 
all the abominations they had committed? No; 
Ihey were not afhamed. They turned the tables 

upon Mr. IVh. C protcftcd before God, He 
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lud never made Lynde any offer at all* The C— 
biuflcrcd, like himfclf, and roundly avcr*d, KHe 
could fay fomething— if he would. ^. — if. (aid 
flat, You have *< more than diabolical impudence; 
I believe the devil himfelf has not fo much/* 

Sunday 24, Mr. Waljh preached at Sharts* 
gardens in Jrijh, Abundance of his counirymca 
lK)cked to hear; and fome were cut to the heart. 
How many means does God ufe^ to bring poor 
wanderers back to himfelf? 

Sunday, July i« He preached in Irtjk in Moor* 
Jidds* Ihe congregaiioQ was exceeding large, and 
behaved veiy fcrioufly; though probably many of 
ihcm came, purely to hear, What manner of lan- 
guage it was. For the fake of thefe, he preached 
afterwards in Englifii^ if by any means he might 
gain fome. 

Tucfday 3. I rode over to Mr. K *s at T<fi- * 

dingtan, an Ifraelite indeed. Dr. // — — fent after 
dinner to defire our company, and ibewed us 
feveral experiments. How well do philofophy 
and religion agree, in a roan of found underftdnd* 
ing? 

Sunday 8. After preaching at the chapel, morn- 
ing and afternoon, I took horfc with Mr. P— — , 
We had dehgned to ride only two or three hours, 
in order to (horten the next d«iy's journey. But 
a young man who overtook us ne^r Kingjlon^ in* 
duced us to change our purpofe. So we only 
reCled about half an hour at Cobliam\ and leaving 
it between nine arid ten, rode on foftly in a calm, 
moon-(hiny night, and about twelve came to 
Godalmin. We took horfe again, at half an hour 
pad four, and reached Portfmouth about one« 

I was furprifed to find io little fruit here, after 
fo much preaching. That accurfed itch of dif- 
puting had well-nigh deflroycd all the feed which 
had been fown. And this vain jangling^ ihcy 
called contending for the faith/ I doubt the whole 
faith of theie poor wretches is but an opinion. 

After 



After a Tittle reft, we took a walk rouod the 
town, which is regularly foiiiBed; and is, I fup- 
pofe, the only regular fortification, in' Great' 
Britain^ or Ireland^ Go/port^ Port/mouthy and the 
Commons (which is all now turned into ilreets) 
may probably contain half as many people as 
BrifloL And fo civil a people I never faw before, 
in any Sea-port town in England. 

I preached at half an hour after fix, in an oper¥ 

?art of the Common, adjoining to the New Church* 
he congregation was large and well behaved. ' 
Not one Icoffetr did I fee, nor one trifler. Iiilho 
morning, Tuefday lO. i went on hoard an Hoy, 
and in three hours landed at Cowts in the IJle of 
Wight: as far exceeding the -^^r o/"-^w^/{/^j?, both 
in pleafantnefs and fruitfulnefs, as that exceeds the 
rocks of Scilly, 

We rode flrait to Newport^ the chief town in 
the Ifle, and found a little Society, in tolerable 
order. Several of them had found peace with 
Cod. One informed mc, it was about eight vrars 
ago, (ince (he firfl knew her intered in Chrift| hf 
tneans of one who called there, in his way to 
"Pcnfylvaniaw But having none to fpeak to, or 
Sidvife with, fhe was long tormented with doubts 
and fears. After fome years, Che received a frefh 
manifedation of his love, and could not doubt or 
fear any more. She is now and (has been long) 
confined to her bed, and confuming away with 
pining ficknefs. But all is good to her, for fli6 
has learnt, in every thing to give thank?. 

At half an hour after fix, I preached in the 
Market-place, to a numerous congregation. But 
they were not fo ferious as thofe'at Por^a*^. 
'Many children made much noile ; and m ny 
grown perfons were talking aloud, almofl all the 
time I was preaching. It was quite other wife at 
five in the morning. Theie wasr a large congre- 
gation again ; ahd every perfon ^herein feemed to 
Know, this was the word whc?rcby God would 
judge in the lait day. 
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In the afternooiii I walked to CariJhhrook'CaftU^ 
or rather the poor remains of it. It Uands upon a 
folid rock upon the top of an hill, and commands 
a beautiful profpe6l. There is a well in it, cut 
quite througn the rock, faid to be fe vent) -two 
yards deep, and another in the Citadel, near an 
hundred. They drew up the water by an Afs, 
which they afTured us was (ixty years old. But all 
the (lately apartments lie in ruins. Only jutt 
enough of them is left, to (hew the chamber where 
poor King Charles was confined, and the window 
through which he attempted to efcape. 

In the evening the congregation at Nezoport^ 
\iras more numerous and more ferious than the 
night before. Only one drunken man made a 
little didurbance. But the Mayor ordered him 
to be taken away. 

Thurfday \%, We fet out early from Nettfpori^ 
and crolTed over from Cowes to Southampton, In 
the afternoon we came to Salijbury^ and on Satur« 
day rode on to Shajtjbury, 

1 preached in the new houfe in the evening : 
oh Sunday afternoon, at Dcvtrcl Long-bridgi^ and 
on Monday the i6th before noon, praifed God, 
with our brethren at B^ifioL 

Tucfday 17. At their earneft defire, I preached 
to the poor Colliers conHned in Newgate, on 
account of the late riot. They would not hear 
the ^ofpel, while they were at liberty. God grant 
they may profit by it now. 

Wedncfday 18. We fet out for the Wfft, and on 
Friday sw>. came to Plymouth Dock, I found 
much hurt had been done here by ihe biiter zeal 
of two or three bigots for their opinion. Two 
years ago they promifed in the moil folemn mari- 
ner, to let all €ontroverfy alone. But quickly 
after the fire broke out anew, and has been de- 
vouring ever fince. 

Saturday 21. I endeavoured (o convince them, 
that they were dcftroying, not promoting, the 
work of God, And on Sunday, when I (pake 
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to the Society one by one, they Teemed once mor« 
aware oF Satan's devices. 

Monday 23. I rode to Launcejlon^ and had the 
firfl General Meeting of the Stewards, for the 
Eaderh part of CorntoalL In the evening I preached 
in perfedt peace ; a great blelBng, if it be not 
bought too dear: if the world dops not begin to 
love us, becaufe we love the world. 

Tuefday «4. In the road to Camtlford\ I was 
taken with fuch a bleeding at the nofc, as I have 
not had fince my return from Georgia* For a 
mile or two it increafcd more and more, and then 
at once (lopped of itfelf. So I rode on com- 
fortably (though the day was extremely hot) and 
reached St. Agna in the evening. 

On Wcdnclday 25. The Stewards met at St. 
IvtSf from the Wcflern part of Cornwali. The 
next day I began examining the Society. But I 
was foon obliged to (lop (hort. I found an ac* 
curfed thing among them: well nigh one and all, 
bought or Told uncudomed goods, I therefore 
delayed fpeaking to any more, till I had met them 
altogether. This I did in the evening, and told 
them plain, either they mud put this abomination 
away, or they would fee my face no more. Fiiday 
aj. They feverally promifed fo to do. So I trud 
this plague is flayed. 

Saturday 28. After preaching to the little flock 
at Zunntr^ we rode on to St. Jujl^ and found fuch 
a congregation at fix in the evening, as we u fed to 
have ten years (ince. I did not find any Society 
in the county, fo much alive to God as this* 
fifty or ihrcefcore have been added to it lattly ; 
and many children filled with peace and joy in 
believing. 

Sunday 29. . I preached at eight to a flill larger 
congregation, and in Morva at one, to near the 
fame number. Many backQiders were among 
them ; to whom 1 cried, How /hall I give thet up^ 
JEpkraim f Few of t:ie c<ingrcgation wcie urimovcd. 
And when we wreftled with God in prayer, we 
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had a (Irong hope, He woi^ld not caft them off for 
eycr. 

About five I began preaching at Ncivtiriy on part 
of the gofpel for the day, Except your righteoufnejs 
Jhall exceed the righteoufnejs oj the Scribes and Phari' 
Jeesy ye Jhall in no zoije enter into the kingdom of • 
heaven. In the morning I waked between two 
and three. I had had a loofenefs for feveral days* 
On Sunday it increafed every hour ; but I was 
rcfolvcd with God's help, to preach where I bad 
appointed. I had now, with the flux, a continual 
head-ach, violent vomitings, and feveral times 
in an hoar, the cramp in my feet or legs ; fome- 
times in both legs and both thighs together.. But 
God enabled me to be throughly content, and 
thankfully refigned tohim. I deiiredonetoprcach 
in my place in Ligeon at noon, and at Heljlon in 
the evening; and another, on Tuefday noon, ac 
Port-kellis ; promifing, if I wa& able, to meet them 
in the evening. 

/ Tuefday 31. After living a day and' an half on 
claret and water, I found myfelf fo eafy, that I 
thought I could ride to Croztian, I found no in- 
convenience the fiifl hour. But in the fecond, 
my diforder returned. However, I rode on, being 
unwilling to difappoint the congregation, and 
preached on. Be carejul Jor nothing, I then rode 
lirait, as fafl as I conveniently could, to Mr* 
Harrises in Camburn, 

Wcdnefday, Aug. i. At half an hour after two 
in the morning, my diforder came with more 
violence than ever. The cramp likewifc re- 
turned; fomctimes in my feet Qr hand; fome- 
limes in my thighs, my fide, or my throat, I 
had alfo a continual ficknefs, and a fenfation 
of fulnefs at my flomach, as if it were ready to 
burfl, I took a vomit; bur it hardly wrought 
at all: nor did any thing that I took, make any 
alteration. Thus I continued all da^^ and all ' 
the following night: yet this 1 cOuld not but 
particularly obferve, I had no head-ache, no 
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cViolick, nor any pain, (only the cramp) from 
fi.'Il to Ufl, 

Thurfday a. Perceiving I gained no groun<i, 
but rather grew weaker and weaker, my ffomach 
bring drawn downward, fo that 1 could not (land, 
nor lie, but on my right fide ; 1 Tent to Redruth 
for Mr. Carter^ who came without delay. Her© 
agaia I faw the gracious providence of God, in 
cading me on fo fenfible and (kilful a man. 
lie advifcd me to perfid in the fame regimen 
I was in, and prefcribed no phyfic, except a fmall 
do(e of Rhubarb, fiut even this (as I expe6led it 
would] was thrown up again immediately. 

I was now well uiisfied, having had the be(t 
advice which could be procured; though my 
diforder continued much as before. But about 
five in the afternoon, it ceafcd it once, without 
any vifible caufe. The cramp alfo was gone, 
my flomach was eafy, and i laid down and flepc 
till fix in the morning. 

Friday 3. I began to recover my llrength, fo 
that I could C\L up near two hours together. And 
from this time, I felt no inconvenience; only 
that I could not talk, nor Hand long without 
re fling. 

Sunday 5. In the afternoon I rode to Redruth^ 
and preached to a large congregation, in an open 
part of (he flreet. My voice was low: but tbo 
day being calm, I believe all could hear : and 
after I had done, felt mylelf confiderably flronger 
than I was when I begun. 

^ Mondjy 6. 1 preached in Gwenap^ at five ; and 
after W4rds faw a iirange fight; 4 man that is old 
and rich, and yet not covetous. In the. evening 
I preached at Penryuy and found my llrength fo 
reflored, that I could fpeak loud enough to be 
heard by a inimcrous congregation ; and thrice 
the next day, at Pcnryn^ Bczore^ (near Truro) and 
St. £ac» 

Wedncfday

Wcdnffday 8. Wc were invited to Mevagizzi, 
a fmall town^ on the South Sea. As foon as ue 
entered the town, 'many ran together, crying, 
«* See the Methodecs are come," But they only 
gaped and ftared ; fo that wc returned unmolcft<:d 
to the houfc I was to preach at, a mile from the 
town. Many ferioiis people were wailing for u:s, 
but moft of them were deeply ignorant. While 
1 was (hewing them the firft. principles of chrif- 
tianity, many of the rabble of the towrt came up» 
They looked as fieicc as li^ns ; but in a few 
minutes they changed their countenance^nd flood 
ftill. Toward the clofe, feme began to laugh and 
talk, who grew more boifterous after I had con- 
cluded. But I walked through the midft of them, 
and took horfe without any interruption. 

On Thurfday 9. I rode to Port-Ifaac^ and the 
next day to Trewaldcr. The little Society here, 
meet every night and morning, with a Preacher or 
without. And whoever comes among them, 
quickly feels what fpirit they are of. -• 

Saturday 11. The rain ftopt at twelve, and gave 
luc an opportunity of preaching in the Majkct- 
place at Camelfvrd. I faw only one perfotfln the 
congregation, who was not deeply ferious. That 
one, (which I was forry to hear) was the Curate 
of the Parifh. 

Almoft as foon as we fct out, we were met by 
fuch a fhower of rain, as I never faw before in 
Europe, But it did us no hurt: we came very 
well, though very wet, to St, Ginnis, 

Sunday 12. I never faw fo many people in this 
church, nor did I ever before fpeak fo plainly to 
them, they hear; but when wili they feel? O 
what can man do, towaid raifing cither dead 
bodies, or dead fouls? 

Monday 13. The rain attended us all the way 
to Launcfjion, I preached at noon, but was not 
dry till the . evening. Yet I did not catch any 
cold at all. What can hurt, without leave from 
God?

Tuefday 14* I willirigly accepted the o^er of 
preaching in the boufc, lately built for Mr. If^it* 
Jicldf at Fly mouth* Dock* Thus n behove th us to 
trample on bigotry and party seaj. Ought not alL 
who.love God| to love anot<her ? 
. Thurfday t6. I rode to CoUumpton^hwi could not 
reach it, till it was too late to preach, 

Sunday 19. I preached thrice . at Tiverto%\ 
rode to Middlcfey^ the next day ; and on TueTday 
to BrifiqL f 

Friday 94. | endeavoured on^ce more .to bring 
KingstMod'fchoOil into order. Surely, the impor- 
tance of 'this doHgn is »pparent, even -from th» 
difHc.uIties that attend it. I fpent more money, 
and time, , and Qare on thi», than almoA ainy. 
defigO; I. ever had. And diU it exercifes all 
the patience I hjive. But it is worth all tbo 
labour, > , . ., 

r, Moriday 87. I came early to the New Pajfage t 
but the >^ind (hifting, obliged me to wait ne^r 
fix hour«. When we were almoil over, it (hi f ted* 
again, fo that we could not land till between. fix 
and feven. 

Tuefday s8. I reached Cardiff* Finding I had all 
hare to begiti anew, I fet out, as at firA, by preach* 
ing in the Cadle-yard, on, l,ordy arethertjew that 
bt faved? I afterwards met what was once a 
Society : and in the morning fpoke feverally to a 
few, who were Aill deArous to join togethcfi and 
build up, not devour, one another. 

I preached in the evening at Fonmon\ and on. 
Thurfday 30. Spike to many, who were refolved 
to let out once moie in the Bible* way, and 
ilrengthen each other's hands in God. 

Friday 31. We had a pleafant ride, and a ready 
afTdge, fo that we reached Briftol in the afternoon^ 

preached in the evening over the remains of 
Mary Henley, a good (oldier of Jefus Chrifl, who 
died, rejoicing in hia lovci the fame day I fet out 
for Cardiff. 

Monday 
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Monday, Sept. 3. I began viftting the lirtlc 
Societies in Somerfetjkire and WiUJkirt* This 
evening 1 preached at Shtpton^malUty and found 
much life among the poor, ^Uin people. It was 
not fo at Oakhiil the next day, wnere many once 
alive have drawn back to perdition, . But at 
CoUford in the evening 1 found many living fouls, 
though joined with fome who did not adorn the 
gofpel. 

Wednefdav 5. I rode over to Kingswoody^ little 
tl>wn n^ar Wotton- under- edge. Some weekB (ince 
W S > was invited to preach ikVfVotUn^ 

'which he did once in greatt peace; But the next' 
time he went, the mob was fo turbutcfit, that he 
could not finlCh his fertnon.^ Upon which one 
defired him to come to Kin^swood : which' he did, 
and many people heai'd -him gladly. Soon after 
I came in, a multitude of people was gathered 
iirom all parts. A large 'congregation was there 
at five in the morning, and a larger than ever in 
the evening. The next morning. In accepted of 

Mr. B — '. *s offer, and after- reading prayers 

preached in the church. AH the people expreft 
huge good^wiil : but none appealed to be deeply 
aife£led.\ » 

At half an hour after twelve I preached in the 
ftreet at Wickwar^ aboutfour mite^ from Kingswood^ 
where there has been a (mdll S^iety for fome 
years, many of whom can rejoice in God. The 
reft of the audience gave a civil attention, and 
Teemed little pleafed and dtfpleafed at the matter. 

Monday 10. I preached to the condemned 
malefadors in Newgate. But I could make little 
impredion upon them. I then took horfe for 
PauUon^ where I called on Stephen Plummer^ once 
of our Society, but now a zealous Quaker. He 
was much pleafed with my calling, and came to 
hear me preach. Being (Iraitened for time, I 
concluded fooner than ufual : but as foon as I had 
done, Stephen began. After I had liHcned half an 
hour, finding he was no nearer the end, I jofe up 
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to ge away* His filler then begged him to lea^e 
o^: on which he flew into a violent rage,- and 
roared louder and louder, till an honeft man 
took him into his arms, and gently carried him 
away, ■ 

What a wife providence was it, that this poor 

young man turned Quaker fome years before he 

' ran mad ? So tht honour of turning his brain now 

leils upon them^ which otherwife muft have fallea 

upon the Methodtfts. 

At fix in the evening at BuckUnd^ about two 
miles from Fromey in a meadow of Mr. J^m^/^n'r, 
a wofdeiful monument of the grace of God, who 
from *t4ie day he received peace (being then ac- 
quaint)|d with "no Meth'odifl) has continually 
Avalked^in the light of God's countenance. Tho 
Curate had provided a mob, with horns, and 
other things convenient^ to prevent the con-^ 
gregat-ton's hearing me. But the better half of 
the mob foon left their fellows, and liftened with 
great attention. The reft did no harm; fo that 
we had a comfbt table opportunity; and another 
at five in the morning. 

Tuefday is, I rode once more to Ntw-Kxngsrodod. 
The hearers were more numerous -than ever. 
As I did* not cxpe^ to fee them foon again, I 
.Jifed once more all poilible plainnels of fpeech. 
And their behaviour Teemed to fbew, That the 
word of God found its way into their hearts. 

Friday 14. I read with great alteniion the 
Chevalier Ramfay*s *^ Philofophical Principles of 
Religion." He undertakes to folve all the diffi- 
culties in the Chridian Revelation, allowing him 
only ,a few Poftulata's. i. That human fouls all * 
exifted, and perfonally (tnned in paradife. 2. Thai 
the fouls of brutes are fallen angels. 3. That pain 
is the only podible means whereby God himfelf 
can cure Gn, and 4. That he will in the end, by 
the pains of purgatory, purify and reftore all men 
and all devils* Amazing work this I 
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Mondiy 17. I began viliting the Societies in 
Witijkire^ and found nrach cauf« to praife God on 
their behalf. Thurlday sy. I was deiired by lady 
iF. to viiit her daughter. ill of a cenfumption. I 
found much pify, both for the parent and the 
«hild, pining away in the bloom of youth-: and 
yet not without joy ; as fibe was already convinced 
of fin, and feemed to be «n the brink of delive* 
f ance. I faw her once mote on Saturday s^. and 
left her patiently waiting for God. Not long after 
4ny brolfner fpent^ fome time with her in prayer, 
and was conilrained, to the lurprife of all that 
were prefent, To aik of God again and again, that 
he would perfe£fc his work in her foul, and take 
her to himfein Almoft as f«on as he had done, 
Ihe (Iretched out her hands, faid, ** Come^ Lord 
Jefus," and died. 

Monday, Oft. 1 . I rode to Sal^ury^ and the next 
day to a village an the Neur Forejt^ eight miles wide 
of Soutkamptanf where I preached m the evening 
to a well-meaning, ferious congregation. Wedne^ 
day 3, We rode >to Svuthampton j thence crofled 
over to Cowes, and reached Newport beforift eleven* 

At iivd in the afternoon I went io the Market- 
}>lace. The congregation W4is large, and deeply 
attentive* It was nfar the fame at fix in the 
evening. And all feemed to drink in the eirhor- 
tat ion, To prefent themfcives a living facri^ce^ holyj^ 
aceeptahk to Cod^ 

A little before noon we fet out for ^horhiU^ a 
village fix miles South frod Neofpori. I neve^ faw 
a more fruitful, or a more ple^Unt country, than 
Che inland part of this Uland. About one I 
preached at ikorkiUj to (I fuppofe) all the poor 
and middling people of the town. I believe ibnie 
of the rich alfo defigned to come. But fomething 
of more importance, a dinner, came between. ' 

At five X preached again at Newport tu mok of 
the town, and many who came from the neigh* 
bouring villages* Surdy^ if there was any here 
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to preach the word of God witb povner, a muN 
Citudo would foot! be obedient to the fiiith. 

Friday 5. After preaching at fix, I left thi» 
humane, loving people, rode to Cowa^ and croft 
over to Portfmouth* Here I found another kind 
of people, who had difputed themfclves out of the 
power, and* well nigh the form of religion. How- 
ever, I laboured (and not altogether in vain] lor 
foften and compofe their jarring fpirits» both thia 
c« evening and the next day. On Sunday noon I 
i preached in the flreels at Fareham, Many gave 
;i. great attention, but feemed neither to feel nOr- 
:: onderfland any thing. At five I began on Port/- 
mouth Common, I admired not fo much the im« 
ii menfi; number of people, as the uncommor* 
:i decency of behaviour, which run through the 
j: whole congregation. After fermon I explained 
!; to them at Urge, the Nature and Defign of our 
Societies* And defired that if any of them were 
t willing to join therein, ihey would call on me,^. 
r: either that evening, or in the morning, I made 
f no account of that (hadow of a Society which was 
i before, witiioul ClJilLi, wilhOul Cider, ox RuU*> 
I having never feen, read^ or heard the printed 
* Rules, which ought to have been given them at 
- their very fird meeting. 

Monday 8. 1 rode to Godalmin^ and the next 
> diy to London* After reding there five days, on 
I Monday 15. I rode to Bedford, The melancholy 
I account which I received here was as follows. 

1.. In the year 1739. Mr. J^, and IV. D» came to 
Bedford, By them I was convinced that I was ia 
a date of damnation, though I was outwardly 
unblameable. Some of the Germans came down 
in 1741, and engaged, t. To draw no one from 
the church. <• To hold a meeting on Sunday 
nights for us that were of the church. On thefe 
conditions 1 joined with them. But in the begin« 
ning of 17.^2, tliey dropped the Sunday nigh( 
preaching, and required us to attend their Meeting 
at ^ tho fame hour that we ufed to go to church. 
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I was much troubled at this, and wrote to Mr. 
John WtJUy^ intrcaling him to " come down arid 
help us/' 

2. When the brethren learned this, they gave 
Tne abundance of fair words, and pe'rfuaded zne to 
tvritp again, and defire Mr. \\\ " not to come." 
1 was then made fervant of the love-feaft, 1 dill 
received the facrainent at church once a year; 
but I regarded the church lefs and lefs. And 
being continually taught, That works /ignified 
nothing, and that we could not do them without 
truding in them, I in a while left all works of 
charity, as well as reading the Bible, and private 
prayer. 

3, The firfl church was, fettled here in the 
beginning of the year 1744- On the i8ih of 
February I was received into the congregation at 
London^ and likewifo into the Helper's Con- 
ference, In 1746, Achentoddery th6 chief labourer, 
infifted on my putting myfelf out of the Cor- 
poration. I was much in doubt, whether it was 
right fo to do* But he commanded, and I obeyed* 
The next year he went io London, and at hif 
return to Bedford fpoke to this effcft. «* My 
brethren, we have received new orders. In 
London^ York/hire, and all other places, no per* 
fon is to go out of the town, without the fcave 
of the chief labourer. So it mud be^he)^: ob« 
ferve, no one mud go out of 4he t^fwn, iSip not 
a mile, without leave from me," 

4. In Spring 1750^ they began building the 
chapel, for which they collcfted near two hun- 
dred pounds, and borrowed eight hundred more,- 
for which eight of the Englijh brethren were 
engaged. Two of ihc ' Engiijh brethren were 
bound for an hundred more. But none of the 
ten have any fecurity at all. They promifed 
indeed to lodge the writings of the houfe in their 
hands. But it was never done. 

5, About this time a relation left me twohoufes, 
near that wherein the fingic men lived. The 

brethren 
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bretltren advifcd mc to rebuild thcifi, and. add 
another, for a marriagc-plai>, promifing lo let me 
have whatever grouad I' waiUcd behind tho 
houfes. This promilc they renewed over and 
over. About Michaelmas I began, and followed 
their dire6lion in the whole building. But ihd 
night beHore 1 began, I went to Antonc^ the chief 
labourer, and told him, «* The workmen were 
ready. If I am to. have ground, i yyill go on, 
but not clfc." He faid, " Go on, you ftxall have 
ground." Soon after he fet out the ground, 
tor which 1 was to give eight pounds. But juft 
as the houfes were £ni(hed, Antone and Cliche 
fent for me, and told mc, " tli«y h^d received. a 
letter from London^ and 1 muft have no ground, 
neither would they ufc the hottfcs for a marriage- 
plan. They were too near the fingle mert; fome 
of whom might perhaps fee a woman fometimes ir> 
the yard," At the fame time they defued, 1 would 
ftop up my door« and windows on that fide. If 
1 would, they would eitbcr by the houfes, or taker 
a leafe of them. 

, I did as thmy defired. We then made fevera} 
agreements, one aftect another. . But they would 
Hand to none of th^ip* I offered them to loofe 
thirty pounds (. nay at laft, fifty, out of my pocket* 
But ,i(i vain : fo at this day I have but three 
podn4i a year rent in all, out of which ihe land^ 
tax 18 to be paid. 

6. It is a general obfervation in Bedford^ that the 
l^rethren are the worft paymafters in the town*' 
'^^hey contrad debts, and take no care or thought 
about difcfaar^ng them. T have too much pioof 
of this in my own cafe : for many of thuem are ia 
my debt, and never tome near me. 

7. Mod of the En^ijh who are with tbem, that 
are of any trade, now trade for the Saviour; that 
is, they work for tke Gtrmans^ who take ail the 

t>fofits, and ofe then aa their journeymen. hM 
uch they. put^&uaUy give ia uieis accouots and 

G a "ft 5 
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cifli ; and if they want a coat, or any thing, aik it 
of their brethren* , 

Mr* , traded for, and lent money to the 

Saviour, till he was ahfolutely ruined* After he 
had funk above feven hundred poundt, he bcggedl 
to have forty or fifty re-oaid, but in vain* But at 
length, by vehement importunity, he procured 
eighteen poundt. 

8. ««Mr. Rimius^ hat faid nothing to what 
might have been faid, concerning their marriage 
eeconomy. I know an hundred times more than 
he has written* But the particulars are too (hock- 
ing to relate* I believe no fuch things were ever 
praftifed before, bo, not among the moft barbaruua 
Heathens.^ 

€f, A fortnight before Chriftmat lall, (a young 
man of their congregation, having my daughter, 
without having firft obtained the leave of their 
liead*labourer* One of the labourers came to my 
houfe, and read to me nearly thefe words* 

** We the £lders of the congregation of the 
brethren, declare to you, fF— — P-— — , M ■■ 

i*'-:— , your wife ; £ C ^nd E , 

your daughter, are utterly cut off from all church* 
communion, from all feliowfliip and connexion 
what foe ver with the brethren, and that for ever 
and ever* 

' In the evening I met the little Society, juft 
tfcaped with the fkin of their teeth. From the 
account which each of thefe likcwife gave, it 
appeared -clear to a demondration. x. That thei^ 
Elders ufur^d a more abfoUite authority over the 
confcience, tnan the Bifhop of Rome himfelf does* 
s. That to gain and fecure this, they ufe a con- 
tinued train of guile, fraud, and falfehood of every 
kind. 3. That they fcrape their voUries to the 
bone, as to their worldly fubdance, leaving little 
to any, to fome nothing or ief$. tbaii nothing* 
4* That ftill they at^e fo infatuated as to believe^ 
that their'a it^ the only true church up^ earth* 

' Tucfday 
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Tuefday t6« I preached on St. Peter^s Grttn^ it . 
feven in the morning ajid five in the evening* 1% 
it amaftins, that any congregation fliould be found « 
here, conndering what ftumbling-blocks have been 
thrown in their way. Above fourteen years agO| 
Mr. R ■ , then curate of St. Paul's; preached 
the pure gofpel with general acceptance. A great 
awakening began, and continually increafed, till 
the poor weathercock .turned fiaptifl : he then 
preached the abfolute decrees with all his might; 
but in a while the wind changed again ; and he 
turned and funk into the German whirlpool. How 
many fouls has this unhappy man to aniwer for ? 

Friday i2. I returned to London, Saturday 20b 
I found myfelf out of order, but believed it would 
go off, . On Sunday at. I was conTiderably worfej 
-Sut could not think of fparing myfelf on that day, 
Monday sa. I rofe extremely (ick« Yet I deter* 
mined, if it were poflible, to keep my word, and 
accordingly fet out foon after four, for Canterbury^ 
At H^eiUngf I was obliged lo (lop. After reiling 
an hour, 1 was much better. But ibon after I rook 
horfe, my ficknefs returned, and accompanied me 
to Bfumpton^ near Chatham, In the evening I 
preached to a fertous congreg'ttion, and at five in 
Che morning. We came to Canterbury about one, 
ivhen I was prefently feized with the cold fit of an 
ague. About twelve 1 fell fad alleep, and waked 
well at feven in the morning. 

VVednefday 2|. I preached in the evening with- 
out any inconvenience, and at five in the morning* 
But about' nine, I began fhivering again. After 
the hot ^t, I lay in a profufe fweat till eight. I' 
then gradually cooled tiU I fell aflecp, and reflod 
fweetly tiU the morning, 

Friday 25. Being determined to ufe that tn^erval 
of health,! procured a. chaife, and reached ^Srum^frtfoil, 
in the evening. 1 fpoke, asl was able, in the even* 
ing, and God bore witnefs to the word of hisgrace* 
>' Saturday 86. 1 came to London ; having received 
BO hurt| but rather beocfit by the journey. 

Thurfdayg 
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Thurfdiy, Nov. i. I began viiijliiig the ClaSes, 
tHough I found by the lofs of my voice, that my 
bodily flrength was not fo far recovered, aa Lbeforo 
imagined. 

Saturday 3. I read over Andrew Frfy*s Reafons 

for leaving the brethren. Mod of wnat he fays, 

1 knew before. Yet I cannot (peak of them in the 

^ manner which he does : I pity them too much to 

be bitter againft them. 

Sunday 4. I rode to HayeSy becaufe I had promifed, 
though I was.much out of order. It waa with 
the utmoft d<Hit^uity, ibat 1 read prayers, and 
preached, ai) j idmini;(le'red the facrament. I went 
through the ^evening fervice with more eafe. 
But at nighl my drench quite failed. I (hould 
have taken fome rhubarb the next day« but I 
had no ^ime ; having ClaOes to meet from raorn* 
ing to night. 

Thurfday 8. In the night my diforder returned 
more violent than it had been (ince I left Cornmalim 
I {hould have takcii fome Ipecacuanha in the 
morning, but had no time to fpare/ my bulinefs 
being fixt for every hour, till four in the afternoon* 
And by that time all my complaints were gone, io 
that I needed only a little food and reft. 

Monday la. I fet out in a chaife for Leigh^ 
having, delayed my journey as long as I could. I 
preached at feven, but was extremely cold all the 
time, the wind coming flrong from a door behind, 
apd another on one fide ; fo that my feet felt juft 
as if I had ftood in cold water. 

Tuefday 13. The chamber wherein I fat^though 
with a large fire, was much colder than the garden, 
fo that I could not k rep my felf tolerably warm, 
even when I was clbfe to^the chimney. As' we 
rode home on Wedncfday 14* The wind was high 
and piercing cold, and blew juft in our face, ib 
that the open chaife was no defence, but my fe«t 
were quite chilled. When I came home, 1 had m 
fettled pain in my left breaft, a violent cough, 
and a flow leyer* But ia a day or two, by uAp» 

lowing 
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lowing Dr. FolkergilVs prcfcriptions, I found much 
alteration for the better: and on Sunday i8»I 
preached at Spitalfietds^ and adminiflcred the facrii- 
xnent to a large congregation. 

Monday 19. I retired to Shorcham^ and gained 
(Irength continually, till about eleven at night. 
On Wednelday a'l. I was obliged by the cramp to 
leap out of bed ; and continue for fome time 
walking up and down the room, though it was a 
fharp froft. My cough now returned with greater 
violence^ and that by day as well as by night. 

Saturday 24. I rode home, and was pretty well 
till night. But my cough was then worfe than 
ever. My fever returned at the fame time, 
together with the pain in my left bread. So that 
I Oiould probably have fbyed at home on Sunday; 
S5, had it not been advertised in the public papers. 
That I would preach a charity fermon at tho 
chapel, both morning and afternoon. My cough 
did not interrupt me while I preached in the 
morning ; but it was extremely troublefome while 
I adminidered' the facrament. In the afternoon I 
COjifulted my friends, whether I ihould attempt to 
preach again, or no ? They thought I fhould, as it

could hear. My fever increafed much while I 
was preaching. However 1 ventured to meet the 
Society. And for near an hour my voice and 
ilrength were redored, fo that I felt neither pain 
nor weaknefs. 

Monday ?6. Dr. F, told me plain^ I mud not 
day in town a day longer: adding, " If any thing 
does thee good, it mud be the country air, with 
red, ades milk, and riding daily." So (not being 
then able to fit an horfe) about noon I took coach 
for Lewijhgm. 

In the evening (not knowing how it might 
pleafe God to difpofe of me) to prevent vile 
panegyrick| I wrote as follows:

He ordered, that this, if any, Infcription (houli 
be placed on his Tomb ftone, 

Wedncfday 28, I found no change for the bctterj 
the medicioea which had helped me before, now 
taking no efFeft. About noon, (the time that fome 
of our bicthren in Lqndon^ had fet a-part for join- 
ing in prayer) a thought came into my mind to 
make an experiment. So I ordered fome ftone 
hrimflone to be powdered, mixt with the white 
. of an egg, vjd fpread on brown paper, which I 
dptpiied to my fide. The pain ccafed in nvcr 
ZICIII*^; '^^ ^^^^^ ^n ^*i^ an ^«ur. And from 
this hour I began to recover Ilrengih. The next 
day I was able to ride, which I continued to do 
, every dajv till January i. Nor did the weather 
hinder me once ; it being always h>]erabiy fair 
(however it was before) between twelve and Qne 
o'clock. 

Friday, Dec. 14. Having finifhed all the books 
which I dcfigned to infert in the Chriftftn 
Libraiy, I broke through the Do6l;or'8 order, 
«« Not to write," and began tranfcribing a Journal 
for the prefs. And in the evening I went to 
prayers with (be family, without finding any 
inconvenience. 

Thurfday 20. I felt a gradual increafeof ftrength, 
till I took a Deco£lion of the Bark,' which 1 do 
not find, (fuch is the peculiarity of my conilitution) 
Vfill agree with me, m any form whatever. This 

immediately 
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immediitely threw me into a puvgtngi which 
- brought me down again in a few days, and quHp 
'difappointed me in my defign of .going out on 
<3hri[lmas-Day. 

Tuefday, January i, 1754. 1 returned once more 
to London, 

On Wednefday a. Set out in the Machine, and 
the next afcerno<^n catne to Chippenham, Here 1 
took a poft-chaife, in which I reached Briftol^ 
about eight in the evening. 

Friday 4. I began drinking the water at the 
JiotweU^ having a lodging at a fmall diftance from 
at. And on Sunday 6. I began writing Notes on 
the New TeQament : a work which I (hould 
fcarce ever attempted, had 1 not been fo ill as not 
to be able to trav^ei or preach, and yet fo well aa 
to be able to read and write. 

Monday 7. I went on now in a regular method^ 

rifing at my hour, and writing from five till nine 

'in the evening, except the time of riding,, half an 

. hour for each meal, and the hour between five and 

Sunday 13, I went in a coach to Briftoii dLtkA 
gave a fhort exhoilation to the Society. 

Monday 14. In the evening one or two of ow 
%)eighbours .defired to join in our family prayers* 
A few more foon made the fame requefl^ fo 
that I had a little congregation every night« 
After a few nights, I began to add a uiort ex* 
^ hortatiori, fo preparing myfelf for a larger coi> 
grcg4tioii. 

Saturday 19. Mr« B ■■, came with Mr, i tf -*--*^ 
who had been for fome time melancholy, even to 
jnadnefs. But by proper application to hia mind, 
as well as bodyi the diforoer fenfibly abated in a 
Aort time* 

Thuifday 31, My wife d^firing to pay the lad 
'Office to her poor, dying child, fet out tor LoMdon$ 
and came a few days before he went hom^^ 
rejoicini; and praifing God« 

Sunday^ 
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Sunday, Feb, 3. 1 went in a chaife to KingstoooJ^ 
^and adminiftered the facrament to a fmall congre« 

Sation, I expefted Mr. M to a Aid, but he 
ipt away and hid himfelf, till I had done. 

Wcdrtcfday 13. I was fcnt for by one of my 
neighbours, dying of a confuiaption. She feemed 
full of good defires. But who does not, when 
death (lands at the door« 

Wednefday 27. My brother came down from 
London^ and fpent feveral days together, in com- 
paring the Tranflation of the EvangeliHs with the 
Original, and reading Or. HeyUn's Le6lures, and 
Dr. Doddru/ge's Family Expofitor. 

Sunday, M^rch 10. 1 took my leave of the i/bl- 
WiU^ and removed to Brjfiai. 

Tuefday 19. Having nniflied the rough draught, 
I began tranlcribing the Notes on the Gofpels. 

Tuefday 26. I preached for the firft time, after 
an intermifiion of tour months. What reafun have 
I to prsile God, that he does not take the word of 
feis truth utterly out of my mouth ? 

Saturday 30. I took my leave of a venerable 

monument of divine mercy, Col. T , who 

after wandering from God foutfcore years, has at 
length found the way of peace, and continually 
panting aher God. 

Monday, April t. We fet out at two in the 
Machine, and tne next evening reached thc/^^unt/^r^* 
Wednefday 3. I fettled all the bufmefs I could, 
and the next morning retired to Paddington. 
Here I fpent fome weeks in writing; only going 
to town on Saturday evenings, and leaving it 
again on Monday morning. 

In my hours of walking, I read Dr. Caiamy's 
Abridgement of Mr. Baxter's Life. What a fcenc 
is opened there? In fpite of all their prejudices of 
education, I could not but fee, that the poor Non« 
oonformills had been ufed without either juflice or 
mercy : and that many of the Proteftant Biihops 
of King Charles^ had neither more religion nor 
humanity, than the Popifh Bifhops of Queen Mary^

Ana deep atten* 
tion fat on every face. 

Tucfday 30. I ro^e to 5 — with one to whom

Sunday, M^iy .i9« i laboured to convince Mr; 

G That h^ had not done well, in confuting 

(as he term.ed it) the fermon I had preached xhc 
Sunday before, in the. moroing^ kom the fame 
pulpit in the afternoon. But he was abfolutely 
^boyo convidlion. I then afjced, •* Will you meet 
me half way? I will never preach publickly 
again (i you. Will not you agi^indme?" But he

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Monday 8, I fet out with my brother, and on 
Wcdnefday lo. reached Laktvtam^ near Korwiik. 
Wsrc vro hid a full aircount of that wretched man 
James WheatUy, for whom, I fear, it had bccj* 
^ood, if he had not been bom. All Ncttkfirh was 
in an uproar concerning him, fo that it did not 
appear we could have any place there. However 
on Sunday 14. at fcvcn in the morning, my brothrr 
took his ftand in the ftreer. A multitude of people 
quickly gathered together, and w^re tclerah^v 
<}uiet, all things confidered. I would willing'v 
liaye taken his place in the evening, but hati 
neither voice nor ftrengih.

Monday^ Augud 5. T fet out for Canterbury. On 
the way I rc-d Mr, Baxltr's Hidory of the Coun- 
cils. it IS utterly aftonifhing, and would be 
wholly incredible, but that his Vouchers are 
beyond all exception. What a co.npany of 
execrable wretches have they been (one cannot 
jultly gjve them a milder ttile who have al^nofl 
in every age fince St. Cyprian, uVtn \i^or\ them 
to govern the church f How has one Council been 
perpetually curfing another; and delivering all 
over to Satan, whether PrcdecefTors or Cofem. 
poranes, who did not implicitly receive their 
determinations, fhough generally trifling, fome- 
times falfe, and frequently unintelligible, or felf- 
contradiaory I Surely Mahometanifm was let loofe.

But my coulee of phyfic was near being 
cut (bort the next day, by a large ilone which 
was hung up as the weight of a jack. I applied 
to my head cloths dipped in' cold water, which 
prefently flopped the bleeding, and (o abated the 
fwelling, that in a few hours 1 found no farther 
inconvenience. 

Saturday 3*. After preaching ^i Weaver's Hall, 
one of the audience, a clergyman (who had ihen a 
Parifti near Bridgezoater, but is now, 1 trufl, in. 
Abraham,' s bofom) «defiicd to have con ver fat ion 
-with me, and fpoke without referve. His ex- 
perience was of a peculiar kind, much r.etcmbling 
that of Gregory Lopez, But he (bon determined to 
feek Chi ill, for the time to come, not in a deferf, 
but in the congregation of his people. 

Monday, Sept. 2. 1 fet out for the Weft. About 
eleven one ftopped me on the road, and earncRly 
defired me to turn a fide, and pray with one who 
was xlear death. 1 found her worn away to a 
ikeleton, and rotting away with the King's-evil. 
But her greateft trouble feemed to be, That (he 
Wfis not fo alive to God as formerly. After prayer 
her mind was more compo(ed, and (he could txufl 
God both with her foul and body,

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At noon t met the little, lovmtr Soci^ at 
ShtptOHi and in the evening preached at Middlff^ 
lAy work (o-day was full enough for my (Irengttu 

Tuefday 3, NVe rode ^fiiy xoTaunun. After 
Viz had relied a while, one dedrod metollep to 
his father, who was dying of a confuroption. He 
had been always a very honeft, moral roan ; but 
kiow found, This was not the one thing needful, 
and appeared earneftly deBrous of know tog Chrift, 
and trie power of his refurreflion. 

A little before twelve we fet out from Tttunton. 
The fun Aione exceeding hot, fo that I was almofl: 
worn out, when we called at the houfe of a friend 
on Maiden-down. But after a little reft, nv 
(Irength returned, and I went on, not muc^' 
tired ro Tiverton. 

Wednefday 4* We took horfe early and rode to- 
^ Oakhampton. Our landlord here informed o^y he 
was upwards of ninety, yet he had not loft either 
his tight, hearing or teeth* Nor had he found 
that for which he was born. Indeed he di^ ik>c 
feem to have any more thought about it, than Av 
child of fix years old. 

We could not but obferve, thataUhou|h the (ky 
appeared continually between the clouds which 
drove to and fro, yet the ftm fcarce flbone upon 
us for (mk minutes together,* from fix in the morn* 
ing to fix in the evening. Soon after fix I 
preached at Launctfton^ and met the Society. 

Thurlday 5. Ai noon I preached at the Town* 
hall, to a very wild, yet civil* congregation. At 
two, the Stewards, not only' from the upper pat t* 
of Cornwall, but feveral from the Weilern Societies 
met. At fix I preached tn the Town-hall again : 
and for the fake jof this hour only, (had no other 
end been anfv/ered) I (hould have thought all the 
labour of my journey well bedowed^ 

Friday 6. I rode to Plymouth-dock^ and preached 
fn the room lately built, fiul though it wat^ three 
or fot»r times as large as the oldj it would^not 
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contain, th&cofigregalton* I^ the time^come, when 
even this barren foil fhali bring forth fruits of 
righteoufaefs ? ' 

Saturday 7. I fet out 4t thr^e, TCZchtA CoUumpton^ 
' by .{uc. in thfi .e^vc^ng; .apjd.aftei: half an hour's 
red was- enabled tcv preach in the M^dow, with- 
out any- faintnefs,* or wearinefs^ 

Sunday 8. In the evcping I preached at Tiverton^ 

in ther garden wiiich adjoins to the preachiog* 

houfe, it was a refredlin^g i/Bftfon. 

• 'Monday 9. I preached at Gharlton^ a %'illage 

iix miles from launion, to a large congregation 

igaihered from the towns Si,ni cpuptiy for many 

nwles round. All t-be farmers hcic had fome time 

before^ entered inlo-a jojnt engagemcnr,, «* To turn 

^11 out of their fervice, and give no work to any, 

«Svho went to hear a Meihodift Preaclier." But 

thero is no counfolagainfl the Lord. , One of the 

chief of thcoa, Mr. G , was pot long after 

convinced of the truth, and d^fired thofe very 
xnea.tp preftch aif his hQu^e*.. Mapy of the. other 
confederates came tp hear^ whQon their fervants 
and labourers gladly follov^ed. So the whole 
•device of Satan felj to the.ground: and the word

But though I broke o0^ at 
eleven, I almoft loft my voice: and the next 
evening at JVeavcr's Holly it entirely failed, fo that 
I had much difEculty to conclude my fermon.

On Tucfday, we went on to Salifiury* 

Wed nc (day Ocb. 2, 1 walked to Otd Sdrumy 
which infpiie of -common fcnfe, wiihout houfe or 
inhabitant, ftill fends in members to the Parriament* 
It is a large, round hill, enc^ompailed with a broad 
ditch, v/hicli it ieems has been of a cnnfiderkble 
depth. At the top of it is a corn-field;^ in the 
midft of which \i another round hill, about two 
hundred yards. in.jduoie^er,. encompaffed with a 
wall, and a deep- dixh. Probably'' before the 
invention of cannon, this city was impregnable, 
Troy wa? !. But now it is vanifhed away, and 
nothing left but the (lones of emplinefs. 

Thurfday 3* I rode to R^adin^^ and preached la 
the evening, Obferving a warm man neaf the 
4oor (which was once of the Society) I purpofc- 
ly bowed (o him. But )>e made no return. During 
the firfl prayer he ftood, but fat while we fung. 
Jq rhe fermon his conntcnancf changed, and in a 
little while he turned his face to the wall. Ho 
Uood at the fecond" hymn, ^ ^nd. . theii kneeled 
down. As I carne out, l^e patched m^ by thp 
hand, and difmi^ed me with a hearty b^e^jTi rig. 

Friday 4, 1 xame to London, On Monday 7, I 
retired to a litde. place near Hackney^ formerly a

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Twice a day we joined in prayer. The reft of 
the day rallowing about halt an hour for meals 
and another for walking before dinner andfupperl 
I ^ent quietly in my ftudy. 

Saturday la. I adminiftered the facramcnf ro> 
J^ *'i Some years ago he found* peace 

with God, and was freed at once, without any 
human means, from, a diflemper naturally in- 
curable. But after three years, on his falling back 
into the woild, it returned more violbnt than ever), 
and will jprobably now be cured<no*more but by 
the univerlal remedy, death. 

Saturday a6. Mr. Ciibert Tennent of Neto-Eng- 
land called upon me, andt informed me of hi9 
defign, now ready to be executed, of founding^ 
an Amtrican College for Proteftant^ of every 
denomination. An admirable defign, if it will' 
bring Proteftants of every denomination tO' bear 
with one another. 

Monday a8. 1 delivered my own Ibul^ by one*

WHETHER I fee you any more in this h'fe 
or no, 1 rejoice that I have feen you this 
once; and that God enabled you to bear with 
patience, what I fpoke in the fimpUciiy of my 
heart. 

The fubftance of what I took the liberty to 
tnenlion to you this morning was: **You are 
on the borders of the grave, as well as I : 
Ihortly we mud appear before God» When it 
fcemed to me fome months fince, that my Hfh 
was near an end, I was troubled that I hadnot 
dealt plainly with you. This you will permit 
me tp do now, without any reierve in the fear, 
and in the prefcnce of God* 

I reverenco 
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I reverence you for your office as a M^giftrate: 
I believe you to be an honed, upright nian ; 
I love you for having protc£led an innocent 
people from their cruel and lawlefs opprelTors* 
But ib much . the more am I obliged to fay 
(though I judge not; God is the Judge) I fear 
you are covetous; that you love the world* 
And if you do, as fure as, the .w.ord of God is 
true, you are not in a ^iate of falvation. 

The fubdance of your anfwer was, That many 
people exhort others to charity, from fclf-in- 
tercd; that men of fortune mud mind their 
fortune; that you cannot go about to look for 
poor people: that when you have feen them 
yourfelf, and relieved them, they were fcarce 
ever faiisBed: that many make- an ill ufe of 
what you give them: that you cannot ^ud the 
account people give of themfelves by. letters: 
that neverthelefs you do give it to private per- 
Tons by the hand^ of Colonel Hudfon and others s 
that you have aUo given .to feveral Hofpitals, an 
hundred pounds at a time: but that you mud 
fupport your family: that the Lowther family(ha6 
con.tinued above 400 years: that you are for great 
things: for public charities, and for faving the 
nation from ruin: and that others may think as 
they pleife ; but this is your way of thinking, 
and h)s been for many years. 

To this I replied, 1. Sir, I have no felf-intered 
in this matter; 1 conlult your interedj not my 
ov^n : I want nothing from you ; I defire nothing, 
from you; I expedl nothing from you. But I am 
concerned for your immortal fpirit, which mud fo 
foon launch into eternity. 2. It is true men of 
fortune mud mind their fortune ; but they mud 
not love the world. If any man love the world, 
the love of the Father is not in him* 3. It is true 
like wife you cannot go about to look for poor 
people : ^ut you may be fufficiently informed of 
them by thole that can. 4. Aad if fgme of thefe 
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•re never fatisfied, this is no reafnn for not reliev- 
ing others* 5. Suppofe too, that fome make an ill 
ufe of what you give» the lofs falls on their own 
head*. Vou wiH not lofe yoar reward for their faultr 
What you laid out, God will pay you again, 
6. Yet certainly you do well to have all the 
•flurance you can, that thofe to whom you give, 
are likely to make a good ufe of it : and there- 
fore to expe£l a (Ironger recommendation of 
them than their own, whether by letter or other- 
wife. 7. I rejoice that yoii have given to many 
hy fo worthy a man as Colonel Hud/on, whofe 
>vord is fu{Bciemly a recommendation. 8. I re« 
joice likewife that you have given fome hun- 
dreds of pounds to the Hafpitals, and wifli it had 
been (en thoufand. 9. To the fupport of the 
family I did not obje£l ; but begged leave to afk, 
whether this could not be done, without giving ten 
thoufand a year to one who had as much already ? 
And whether you could anfwer this to God, in the 
day wherein he fhall judge the world* 10. I like*^ 
wife granted, that the fanrily had rontrnued above 
400 years ; -^t obferved meantime, that God re« 
garded it not one jot the more for this : and that 
400 or iooo years are but a moment compared to 
eternity, it. I obferved likewife, that great things 
may be done, and little things not left undone* 
K. And that if this, or any other way of thinking 
be according to Scripture, then it is found and 
^ood : whereas, if it oe contrary to Scripture, it is 
not good, and the longer we are in it, fo nvuch tho 
WOrfc. ^ ' 

Upon the whole, I muft once more carncft!y 
intreat you to condder yourfclf and God and 
eternity. As to yourfclf, you are not the pro- 
prietor of any thing : no, liot of one (hilling in 
the world. You are only a Stcwaid of what 
another intruits you with, to bo laid out not ac- 
cording to your will but his. And what would 
you think of your Steward, if he laid out what is 

called 
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caHed your money, according to his own will and 
pleafare. a. Is not God the fole proprietor of all 
things ? And are you not to give an account to 
him for every part of his goods P And O how 
dreadful an account, if you have expended any 
part of them not according to his will, but your 
own ? 3. Is not death at hand ? And are not you 
4ind I juft ftepping into eternity ? Are we not juft 
going to appear in the prefence of God ? And 
that naked of all worldly goods ? Will you then 
rejoice tn your money you have left behind you ? 
Or in that you have given to fupport a family, as 
it it called : that is in truth to fupport the pride 
and vanity and luxury, which you have your (elf 
dcfptfed ail your life long ? O Sir, I befeeclv you 
Ibr the fake of God^ for the fake of your own im« 
mortal foul, examine yourfelf, whether you do not 
love money ? If fo, you cannot love God, And if 
«r«»di€ without the fear of God, what remains? 
Only to be baniihed from him for over and cVcrl
